This gener- 
ous enterprise was defeated by the 
cowardice or treachery of the troops, 
who, m tho now language of the em- 
pire, wore styled of the Obsequum 
Theme 1 They murdered their chief, 
deserted their standard in the ulo of 
Rhodes, dispersed themselves over the 
adjacent continent, and deserved pardon 
or reward by investing with the purple 
a simple officer of the revenue. The 
name of Theodosius might recommend 
him to the senate and people ; but, 
after some months, he sunk into a 
cloister, and resigned, to the firmer 
hand of Leo the Isaunan, the urgent 
defence of the capital and empire The 
most formidable of the Saracens, Mos- 
lemah the brother of the caliph, was 
advancing at the head of one hundred 
and twenty thousand Arabs and Persi- 
ans, the greater part mounted on homes 
or camels ; and the successful sieges of 
Tyana, Ainonum, and Pcrgamus, were 
of sufficient duration to exercise their 
xill and to elevate their hopes At the 
well-known passage of Abydns, on the 
Hellespont, the Mohammedan arms 
were transported, for the tirst time,* 
from Asia to Europe.

Tho advan- 
tageous situation which had recom- 
mended Niirbonna' as the first Roman 
colony, was again chosen by tho Mos- 
lems. they churned the province of 
Septimama or Languedoc as a lust 
dependence of the Spanish monarchy . 
the vineyards of Gascony and the city 
of Uourdeaux were possessed by the 
sovereign of Damascus and baniarc.mil ; 
and tho south of France, from the mouth 
of the Garonne to that of the Rhdne, 
assumed the mannors and roligion of 
Arabia. 

But these narrow limits were scorned 
by the spirit of Abdalrah- 
man, or Abderame, who 
hod been restored by thu 
caliph Hashcm to the 
wishes of the soldiers and pcoplo of 
Spain That veteran and daring com- 
imuiden adjudged to the obedience of 
the prophet whatever yet remained of

But the 
strongest fortresses of Cordagne were 
invested l>y a superior fori e , the rebel 
was overtaken and slain in the moun 
tains, and his widow was sent a captive 
to Damascus, to gratify the desires, or 
more probably tho vanity, of the aom- 
lnondor of the faithful From the 
Pyrenees, Abderame proceeded withoift 
delay to the passage of the Rh&ne anil 
the siege of Arles An army of Chris- 
tians nttoinpted the relief of tho city . 
tho tombs of their leaders wAo yet 
visible in the thirteenth century ; and 
many thousands of their dead bodies 
were, carried down the rapid stream into 
thu Mcditcri im.iii nea The .inns of 
Abdcrainc were nut less succcwifiilroir 
the side of tho oitiuu lie passu d with- 
out opposition tho Garonne and Dor- 
dogne, which unite their waters in the 
gulf of Bourdeaux , but bo found, 
beyond those nv^fi, tho camp of tho 
intrepid Kudes, who hail foyned a 
second army and sustained a second 
defeat, so fatal to the Christians* tiiat, 
according to their sad confess An, God. 
alono conlil reckon the uunjber of the 
slain Tho victorious Saracen overAn 
the provinces of Aquitain, whoso Afalliu 
namcssai c.disguueu rather than lost, in 
the modern appcllationsyof Perigonl, 
Saintongc, ana Poitou ins standards 
were planted on the walls, oust least 
before the gates, of Tours and of Sens , 
and his dutAciunents overspread the 
kingdom of Burgundy as far as the well- 
known cities of Lyons and Beeatifon 
The memory of these devastations, for 
Abdcnuuo did not spare the country or 
the people, was long preserved by 
tradition ; and tho invasion of Franca 
by the Moon or Mohammedans, affords * 
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the ground-vgork of fliosc fables/ which 
have so wildly disfigured in the 
romances of chivalry, and so elegantly 
adorned by the Italian muse. In the 
dedline of society and art, the deserted 
titles could supply a slender booty to 
the Saracens , their richest spoil was 
found ui the ghurohes and monasteries, 
which they stripped of their ornaments 
and delivered to the flames; and the 
tutelar saints, both Hilary of Poitiers 
afid Martin of Tours, forgot their mira- 
culous powei^in the defence of their 
own sepulchres * A victorious line of 
nun li had liccn prolonged above a 
thousand miles from tho rock of Gib- 
raltar to the banks of the Loire , tho 
repetition of an equal space would have 
earned tho Saracens to the confines of 
Poluud and the Highlands of Scotland . 
the Rhine is not more impassable than 
the Nile or Euphrates, and the Arabian 
fleet might have soilod without a naval 
combat into the mouth of the Thames. 
Perhaps the interpretation of the Koran 
would now bo taught in the schools of 
Oxford, and her pulpits might demon- 
strate to a circumcised people the 
sanctity and truth of the revelation of 
Mahomet *

Egypt ; much useful experience had 
been acquired in the practice of arte 
and manufactures, but the science of 
chemistry owes its origin and improvo- 
nicut to tho lmlustiy of the Saracens. 
They first invented and named tha 
alembic for the purposes of distillation, 
analysed the substance* of the three 
kingdoms of nature, tried the distinc- 
tion and affinities of alkalis and auils, 
aud converted the poisonous mmerals 
into soft and salutaiy medicines But 
the most eager search of Arabian 
chemistry was the transmutation of 
metals, and the elixir of immortal 
health the reason and tho foi tunes of 
thousands wcie evaporated in the 
crucibles of alchemy, and the consum- 
mation of the great woik was pi-omoti d 
by tho worthy aul of mystery, fable, 
and supeistition 

But the Moslems deprived themselves 
of the principal benefits 
of a familiar intercourse enuuuau lull, 
with Greeco and Koine, 
the knowledge of antiquity, tho punty 
of taste, and the freedom of thought 
Confident in the nclics of their native 
tongue, tho Arabians disdained tha 
study of any foreign idiom Tho Greek 
interpreters were chosen among their 
Chnsti in subjects . they formed tlieir 
translations, sometimes on the original 
text, more fiequcntly perhaps on a 
Synac vorsion , and in the crowd of 
astronomers and physicians, there is no 
example of a poet, an orator, or even 
on historian, being taught to speak the 
language of tho Saracens ■ The my- 
thology of Homer would have provokod 
the abhorrence of those stern fanatics :

privileges add monuments ; and what 
ever might ho th-< indiffcronco of 
tljo people, Constantinople itself was 
Bcarcoly of more valuo in the eyes of the 
sovereign and his court. The name of 
AMOgimi was inscribed on the shields 
of the SaracLns ; and their three armies 
were again united nnder the walls of 
the devoted city It had been proposed 
by the wisest counsellors, to ovacuate 
Wkmonum, to remove the inhabitants, 
and to abandon the empty structures 
to the vain resentment of the barbarians, 
the emperor embraced the more gener- 
ous resolution of defending, in a siege 
anil battle, the country of his ancestors. 
When the armies drew near, the front 
of the Mohammedan line appeared to a 
Roman eye more closoly planted with 
spears and javelins; but the event of 
the action was not glorious on either 
side to the national troops The Arabs 
w# re broken, but it was by the swords 
of tlmty thousand Persians, who had 
obtained service and settlement in the 
Uj/aiitina empire The Greeks were 
i repulsed and vanquished, but it was by 
tin .mows of the Turkish cavalry , and 
had not their kow-stungs lx.cn damped 
and relaxed by the evening rain, v ery 
few of the Christians could have es- 
cap'd with the emperor from the field 
of buttle They breathed at Dorykcum, 
at tho distance of threo days , and 
Thcoplulus, reviewing his trembling 
squadrons, forgave the common flight 
butli of* the pnneo and people After 
thjp discovery of lus weakness, lie v amly 
hoped to deprecate tho fate of Amo- 
riuin* flie inexorable caliph rejected 
*ith contempt lus prayers and pro- 
mises , and detained the Roman am- 
hassiufcrs to be the witnesses of his 
great revenge They had n.arly boon 
tho witnesses of lus shame The vigor- 
ous jjaaaults of lifty five days wore en- 
countered, by a faithful governor, a 
veteran gaiuson, and a ilespuatc 
]» uplu , and tho Saracens must have 
raised the siege, if a domestic traitor 
had not pointed to tho weakest part of 
the wall, a place which was decorated 
with the stutm s of a lion and a bull 
The vowot Motossrm was accomplished 
with unrelenting ngour . tired, rather 


than satiated, with destruction, ho ro- 
turned to lus new palace of Samara, in

of Hercules, was always claimed, and 
often possessed, by the successors of 
Constantine. Thoir capital was filled 
with naval stores and dexterous arti- 
fices the situation of Greece and Asm, 
the long coasts, deep gulfs, and numer- 
ous islands, accustomed their subjects 
to the exercise of navigation ; and the 
trade of Vcmee and Amalfi supplied a 
nursery of seamen to the imperial fleet ■ 
Mince the tune of the Peloponnesian and 
Punic wars, the sphere of action ‘had 
not been enlarged , and tbo science of 
naval architecture nppuirs to have de- 
clined The art of constructing those 
stupendous machines which displayed 
three, or six, or ten, ranges of oars, 
rising above, or falling behind, each 
other, was unknown to the ship-builders 
of Constantinople, os well as to the 
mechanicians of modern days ’ Tho 
Vromonra* or light galleys of the By- 
zantine empire, were content with two 
tier of oars , each tier was composed of 
fivc-and-twenty benches ; and two 
rowers were seated on each bench, who 
plied thoir oars on either side of the 
vchdoI To these wo must add tho 
captain or centurion, who, in time of

bearer on the poop, titt steersmen at 
the holm, and two officers at t*o prow, 
the one to manage the anchor, tlw 
other to point *nd play against tho 
enemy tho tube of liquid lire. The 
wholo crow, as in the infancy 6f tho 
art, perfoi med tho double service of 
manners and soldiers , they were pro 
vided with defensive and offensive 
amis, with bowa and arrows, which 
they used from tho nppor deck, with 
long pikes, which they pushed through 
tho poit- holes of the lower tier. Same- 
times, indeed, tho ships of war were of 
a larger and more lolid construction , 
and tho Labours of combat and naviga-

the catapults, balls tro, and battering- 
rams, were still of most frequent and 
powerful use in the attack and defence 
of fortifications , nor was the decision 
of lattice reduced to tho quick and 
heavy Jtrr of a line of iniantry, whom 
it were fruitless to protect with armour 
against a similar fire of their enemies 
Stool and iron were still the common 
instruments of destruction and safety , 
and tho helmets, cuirasses, and shields, 
of the tenth century did not, cither in 
form or substance, essentially difier 
from those which bad covered the cora- 
pinions of Alexander or Achillea 1 Hut 
instead of accustoming tho modern 
Greeks, like tho legionaries of old, to 
tho constant and easy use of this salu- 
tary weight, their armour was laid 
aside in light chariots, which follow od 
the march, till on the approach of an 
enemy, they resumed with hauto and 
reluctance tho unusual encumbrance 
Their offensive weapons consisted of 
swords, battle-axes, and spears , but 
tho Macedonian pike was shortened a 
fourth of its length, and reduced to the 
more convenient measure of twelvo 
cubits or feet. The sharpness of tho 
Scythian and Arabian arrows had liccn 
severely felt , and tho emperors lament 
the decay of archery as a cause of the 
public misfortunes, and recommend, as 
on advieo, oiul a command, that the 
military youth, till the age of forty, 
should assiduously practise the exercise 
of the bow * Tho banda, or regiments, 
were usually thieo hundred strong , 
and as a medium between the extremes 
of four and sixteen, the foot soldiers of 
Lou and Constantine were formed eight 
deep , but tbe cavalry charged iu four

Kibe to that of the Tiber. In the 
beginning of the tenth century, the 
family of Charlemagne had almost dis- 
appeared , his monarchy was broken 
into many hostile oml independent 
states , the regal title was assumed by 
the most ambitious chiefs ; their revolt 
was imitated in a long subordination of 
anarchy and discord, and the nobles of 
every province disobeyed their sove- 
rcign, oppressed their vassals, and ex- 
orcised perpetual hostilities against 
their eqnala and neighbours Their 
private wars, which overturned the 
fabric of government, fomented the 
martial spirit of tho nation In tho 
system of modem Europe, the power of 
the sword is possessed, at loast in fact, 
by five or six mighty potentates j their 
operations are conducted on a distant 
frontier, by an order of men who de- 
vote their lives to the study and prac- 
tice of the military art the rest of tho 
country and community enjoys m the 
midst of war the tranquillity of pcoeo,

Tlohcmond war always conspicuous, 
and ofton successful ^but his camp was 
pillaged by a stratagem of the Groekc ;

Alexius returned to Constantinople w itli 
the advantage, rather than tho honuuf, 
of victory After evacuating tho don 
quests which he could no longer defend, 
the son of Guiscardcmbaikod for Italy, 
aud was otnliraced by a father who es- 
teemed his merit, r und sympathised in 
Ins iiiisfoitiiue.

tend on either side oftho Caspian Sea :

thousand soldiers , the eastern, loss 
obvious to the traveller, but more 
strong and populous, has increased to 
thq number of ono hundred thousand 
families In the midst of civilised 
nations, they preservo the manners of 
the Scythian desert, remove their en- 
campments with the ohange of seasons, 
and feed their cattle among the ruins of 
palaces and temples.

The Tmkish sul- 
tan embarked on the Tigris, landed at 
the gate of Kacca, and made his pnblia 
entry on horseback. At the palace- 
gate he respectfully dismounted, and 
walked on foot, proced'ed by his enurs 
without arms The caliph was seated 
behind his black veil, the black gar- 
ment of the Abbassidcs was cast over 
his shoulders, and ho held in his hand 
the staff of tho apostle of God Tho 
conqueror of the Bast kissed the ground, 
stood some time in a modest posture, 
and was led towards the throne by the 
vizir and an interpreter After Togrul 
had seated himself on another throne, 
his commission was publicly read, which 
declared him the temporal lieutenant of 
the vicar of the prophet. He was succes- 
sively invested with seven robes of hon- 
our, and presented with seven slaves, the 
natives of the seven climates of tho Ara- 
bian empire His mystio veil was per- 
fumed with musk ; two crowns * were 
placed on his head ; two scimitars wore 

§ irdcd to his side, as the symbols of a 
ouble reign over the Boat and West. 
After this inauguration, the sultan was

In a second visit to Bngdadi the 
Scljukion prince again rescued the 
caliph from his enemies, and, devoutly, 
on foot, led the bndle of Ins mule fiom 
tho prison to the palace Their alluujco 
was cemented by the mamago of Togrul’s 
sister with tho successor of tho prophet 
Without reluctance he had introduced 
a Turkish virgin into his h-irom ; but 
Caycm proudly rubbed his daughter to 
tho l^ltan, disdained to mmglo tlic 
blood Ithe Hashomitcs with the blood 
of a Scythian shepherd , and protracted 
the negotiation many months, till the 
gradual diminution of his revenue ad- 
monished him that he waa still in the 
hands of a master. The royal nuptials 
were followed by tho 
death of Togrul himself, 1 * Annies, 
as he left no children, his nephew Alp 
Arslan snccccdod to thq, title and pre- 
rogatives of sultan; and his name, after 
that of tho caliph, was pronounced in 
tho pubho prayers of the Moslems. 
Yet in this revolution, the Abbassidcs 
acquired a larger measure of liberty and 
power On ,tho throne of Asia, the 
Turkish monarchs were less jealous of 
the domestic administration of Bagdad , 
and tho commanders of the faithful 
wore relieved from the ignominious 
vexations to which they had been ex-

successor of Constantine, in a pleboian 
habit, was led into tho Turkish divan, 
and commanded to kiss the ground be- 
fore tho lord of Asia. He reluctantly 
obeyed , and Alp Arslan, starting from 
his throne, is said to have planted lus 
foot on tho neck of tho Homan emperor 1 
Hut the fact is doubtful ; and if in 
this moment of lusolcnco, the sultan 
complied with a natioual custom, the 
reBt of his conduct lias extorted the 
praiso of lus bigulid foes, and may 
..lTord a lesson to the most civilised 
■igti Ho instantly raised the ruyal 
laptiii' from the ground , and till ice 
clasping lus hand with tender sym- 
pathy, assured him, thi; .us life and 
dignity should he inv lolate in the bonds 
of a prince who had learned to respect 
the majesty of lus equals and the vicis- 
situdes of fortune From the divan, 
Kuinanus was conducted to an adjacent 
tent, where ho was scried witn pomp 
mud rctcrenco by the officers of the 
sultan, who, twicocach day, seatod him 
m tho pi ice of honour at lus own table 
In a free aud familiar com creation of 
right days, not awoid, not a look, of 
insult, cs< pi I from the conqurinr, 
but ho si vcrely (ensured the unworthy 
subjects who hul deserted their inbuilt 
prince in thu hour of danger, and gently 
admonished his antagonist of tome

“And 
what,” conti h^adtr u ho sultan, “would 
have been your own behaviour, had 
fortune smiled on your gyms*” The 
reply of tho Qreek betrays a sentiment, 
winch prudence, and even gratitude, 
should have taught him to suppress. 
“ Had I vanquished,” he fiercely said, 
“I would have inflicted on thy hotly 
many a stripe.” The Turkish con- 
queror smiled at tho insolence of Ins 
captivo ; observed that tho Christian 
law inculcated tho love of enemies and 
forgiveness of injuries ; and nohly de- 
clared, that ho would not unitato on 
example which he condemned After 
maturo deliberation, Alp Arslan dic- 
tated the toims of liberty and peace, a 
ransom of a million,* an animal tiilmte 
of throo hundred and sixty thousand 
pieces of gold , 1 the marriage of the 
royal children, and tho deliverance of 
all f lie Moslems who weie in thu power 
of tho Greeks Romanus, with a sigh, 
subscribed tins treaty, bo disgi ireful to 
the m.iji sty of the empire , lie was im- 
mediately invested with a Turkish robe 
of honour, his nobles and patricians 
were restored to tin ir sovereign , and 
tlio sultan, after a courteous unln no, 
dismissed lnm with rich presents and a 
military guard Ho sooner did lie 
reach tho confines of the empire, than 
he was infonnod that tho palace and 
provinces hail disclaimed their allegi- 
ance to a captive a sum of two hun- 
dred thousand pieces was painfully ml 
leuted , and the fallen mouaicl trans- 
mitted this part of his raigiom, with a 
sad confession of lus lmpotcucu and 
disgiaco Tlio generosity, or pc-haps 
tho ambition, ot the sultan, prepared 
fjp espouse the causo of his ally , hut 
lus designs were prevented by the de- 
feat, impiisoiimcut, and death of Uo- 
inauux Diogenes *

established' his own reputation and the 
nght of primogeniture.

who dared to resist,, Malek passed the 
Sihon or Jaxartcs, the last boundary of 
Porsian civilcj&isrr': tho hordes of 
Turkestan yielded to his snpremacy .

kingdom on tho extreme borders of 
China. From tho Chinese frontier, ne 
stretched his immediate jurisdiction or 
feudatory sway to the west and soqfh, 
as far as the mountains of Georgia, the 
neighbourhood of Constantinople, tho 
holy city of Jerusalem, and tho spicy 
groves of Arabia Fcelix. Instead of 
resigning himself to the luxury of his 
hart in, thu skophuil king, both 111 
peace and war, w .is in action and in tlio 
held By tho pcrpctii.il motion of tho 
royal camp, each province was succes- 
sively blessed with his presence ; and 
ho is said to have perambulated twelve 
times tho wide extent of his dominions, 
which surpassed tho Asiatic region of 
Cyrus anti the caliphs Of these ex- 
peditions, tho most pious and splendid 
was tho pilgiiiu igc of Mecca . the free- 
dom auu safety of the caravans wore 
protected by his arms , the citizciiH ami 
pilgrims weru enriched by the prolusion 
of his alms, and tho desert was ehceioil 
by the places of relief anil rcfntshmi 11 1.

Cross After Ins ally hod ascended 
the throne of Constantinople, tho sultan 
woahospitably entci tlliuwl in the suburb 
of Chrysopohs or Scutari , and a body 
of two thousand Turks was transported 
into Europe, to abuse dexterity and 
corn ago the new emperor waa indebted 
for the defeat and captivity of bis rival. 
Hr) ennuis lint the comjucst of Kui ope 
mas dearly purchased by tho sacrificed 
Asia Constantinople waa deprived of 
the obedience and revenue of the pro- 
Mnces beyond the Bosphorus and 
Hellespont, and. tho regular prog less 
of the Turks, who fortified tho passes 
of the rivers and mountains, left not 
a hope of their retreat or expulsion 
Another candidate implored the aid of 
the sultan McliRseuus, in his purple 
rcbes and red buskins, attended the 
motions of the Turkish camp , and the 
tcspmuliiig cities were tempted by tho 
vunimous of a Roman pi luce, w 1 o im- 
mediately surrendered thpm into tho 
hands of tho t barbarians These ac- 
quisitions weie confirmed by a treaty 
of peace with the Emperor Alexius * his 
fear of Robert compelled him to seek 
the fiiendslup of Soliman , and it was 
•noftill after the sultan's death that he 
extended os far os Nicomcdio, about 
sixty miles ^rom Constantinople, th% 
eastern boundary of tho Roman world 
Trobuond alone, defended on either 
side by so» and mountains, preserved 
at the extremity of tho Euxino the an- 
cient character of a Greek colony, and 
the future destiny of a Christum em- 
pire. 

Since tho first conquests of the

Uiudiimof of the Turks m Anatolia 
,aB or Asia Minor was the 
tnoet deplorable loss which the chnrob 


and empire had sustained By the pro- 
pagation of the Moslem faith, Soliman 
deserved tho name of G'azt, a holy 
champion , and Ins now kingdom, of 
tho Rom ins, or of Jioum, was added to 
the tables of Oriental, geography It 
is rlc«ciihed as extending fiom the 
Eupluatis to Constantinople, fiom tho 
Block Sea to tho eoiifniLS of >Syi la , 
pregnant with minus of silver and non, 
of alum and copper, fruitful in corn and 
wine, and pioduetno of cattle and 
excellent bonus ‘ The w cnltli of Lydia, 
the arts of the Greeks, the splendour of 
the Augustin age, existed only in books 
and rums, which were equally obscure 
m tho eyes of the Scythian conquciors 
Yet, in the present decay, Anatolia 
still contains some wealthy and populous 
citiLS , .and under the Jiy/jiiitmc empne, 
they were far inoro flourishing in 
numbers, si/c, and opulence By the 
choice of the sultan, Nice, the metro- 
polis of Bi thy ma, was prefoned for Ins 
palaco and foi tress tho scat of the 
bcljukiau dynasty of Rmim was planted 
one hundred miles from Constanti- 
nople, anil the divinity of Christ was 
denied and dcrulLil in tho same tcinplo 
in w Inch it had hern pronounced by the 
first general synod of the Catholics 
1 lie unity of God, .and the mission of 
M ahomet, w ere pi i ached in the mosques , 
tho Arabian learning was taught in the 
schools , the Cadins judged according 
to tho law of the Koran , the Turkish 
manners and Iangnagc prevailed m tho 
cities ; and Turkman camps wore 
scattered over tho plains and mountains 
of Anatolia On the hard conditions of 
tnhuta and seivitudo, the Greek Chris- 
tians might enjoy the exercise of their 
religion , but their most holy churches 
were profaned ; their priests and 
bishops were insulted thoy were coin-

polled to suffer the triumph of the 
Pagans, and the apostasy of their 
brethren ; many thousand children 
were marked by tho kmfo of circumei- 
non ; and many thousand captives 
wero devoted to tho service or the 
plcasuiesof their misters 1 After tho 
loss of Asia, Antioch still maintained 
her prumhiu allegiance to Christ and 
Cesar, but the solitary province was 
8cp.u ited from all Romau aid, and 
surrounded on all sides by the Moham- 
medan power* Tho despair of Phila- 
rctus the governni prepared the sacri- 
fice of Ins religion and loyalty, had not 
his guilt been prevented by lus son, 
who hastened to thoNicuno palace, and 
oflcred to deliver this valuable prize 
into the hands of Solunan. The am- 
bitious sultan mounted ou horseback, 
and in twolvo nights (for he reposed in 
the day) performed a march of six hun- 
dred rules. Antioch was oppressed by 
tho spued and secrecy of his enterprise , 
and the dependent cities, as far as 
Laodicea and the confines of Aleppo, 1 
obeyed tho examplo of tho metropolis 
From Laodicea to the Thracian itos- 
phorus, or arm of St. George, the con- 
quests and reign of Solunan extended 
thirty days’ journey in length, and in 
bicadth about ten or fifteen, between 
tho rocks of L) eia and the Block Sea 3 
Tho Turkish ignorancj of navigation 
protected, for a while, the inglorious 
safety of the emperor ; but no sooner 
had a fleet of two hundred ships been 
constructed by tho hands of the captive 
Grooks, than Alexius trembled behind 
tho walls of his capital Ills plaintive

epistles were dispersed over Kurope, to 
excite the compa s s ] tn of the Latins, and 
to paint the danger, tho weakness, .-tail 
the riches, of the city of Constantino 1 

Hut the most interesting conquest of 
the Scljukian Turks was 
that of Jerusalem, 3 which fiffiSiffir 
soon became tho theatre 
of nations In their 
capitulation with Omar, the inhabitants 
h.ul stipulated the assurance of their 
religion and property , but tho articles 
neio interpreted by a master, against 
whom it was dang.- 1 -ous to dispute , and 
in tho four huiulicd years of the reign 
of tho caliphs, the political climate of 
Jernsaleip was exposed to the vicissi- 
tudes of storms and sunshine. 3 By the 
increase of proselytes and population, 
the Mohammedans might excuse their 
usurpation of threo fourths of tho city . 
bnt a peculiar quaiter was rcservad for 
tho patriarch with his clergy and 
people . a tribute of two pieces of gold 
a as the price of protection , and the 
sepulchre of Christ, with tho church of 
tho Rosurrochon, was still left m the 
hands of his votaries Of these votaries, 
tho most numerous and respcctiibla 
poition were strangers to Jerusalem; 
the pilgniqpges to tho Holy Land had 
been stimulated, rather than suppicsscil,

these perilous JorruoysL was nourished 
by thu congenial pmoibns of gnef and 
indignation A ciowd of pilginns from 
tho .East afld West continued to visit 
tho holy sepulchre, and the adjacent 
^actuaries, moro especially at the 
festival of Easter , anil thu Greeks aud 
Latins, tho Ncstonaus and Jacobites, 
tub Copts and Abyssinuns, tho Ar- 
ircmans and Gcuigi.uis, maintained tho 
tliapeli, the ikrgy, and the poor of 
their rospoetu o eoniiniimons 'xnu 
harmony of prayerdii so ill iny various

and power* their friendship was 
oeiueutcd by a frequent intercourse of 
gifts llnd embassies , and the calinh, 
without resigning the substantial do 
nyiuou, presented tho i inpuror with tlio 
kojsfof tlie holy scpulchie, and porhaps

his impiety and despotism from the 
fear either of God or man ; and whose 
reign was a wild mixture of vice and 
folly Regardless of the most ancient 
customs oF Kgypt, he imposed on the 
women an absolute confinement the 
restraint excited the clamours of both 
sexes , their clamours provoked his 
fury, a part of Old Cairo was delivered 
to the flames ; and the guards and 
citizens were engaged many days in a 
bloody conflict At first the caliph de- 
clared himself a zealous Mussulman, the 
founder or benefactor of mosques and 
colleges • twelve hundred and ninety 
copies of the Koran were transcribed at 
his expense in letters of gold , and his 

edict extirpated the vineyards of the 

Upper Kgypt. But his vanity was soon 
flattered by the hope of introducing a 

new religion ; he aspired above the 

fame of a prophet, and styled himself 

the invisible image of the Most High 

God, who, after nino apparitions on 
earth, wss at length manifest m his 
royal person At the name of Hakem, 
the lord of the living and the dead, 

every knee was bent u religious adora- 

tion his mysteries were performed on 
a mountain near Cairo - sixteen thon- 
samUcon verts had signed his profession 
of faith ; and at the present hour, a 

free and warlike people, the Drnscs of

secondary part While Hakeqi was Ood the 
one Supreme, the Imam Hamza wae his Intelli- 
gence. It wss not In his “divine character “ 
that Hakem “ bated the Jews and Chriktlans," 
but in that of a Mohammedan bigot, which he 
displayed In the earlier years of hie reign Hie 
barbarous persecutions and the burning of tt.e 
church of the Resurrection at Jerusalem be- 

long entirely to that period , ami his assnnip- 
tlrn of the divinity was followed by an edlet of 
toleration to Jews and Christiana The Mo- 

hammedans, whose religion he then treated with 
hosUlHy and contempt, being far the most 

numerous, were his most dangerous enemies, 

and therefore the object! of his most inveterate 

hatred. It Is another singular fact, that the 

religion of Hakem vu by so meanr confined 

to Kgypt and Syria. M de Sacy quotea a 
letter addressed to the chief of the sect In 

India , and there Is Ukswlse a letter to the Bp

Europo were astonished and adbetod . 
but instead of arming in the dcfcnco 
of tho Holy Land, they content! d them- 
selves with burning, or banislung. the 
Jews, as the scclet advisers of tne im- 
pious Earbanan 1 Yet the calamities 
of Jerusalem were in some measure 
alleviated by tho inconstancy or repent- 
ance of Hakam himself , and the royal 
mandate was sealed for the restitution 
of the churches, when thrf tyrant was 
assassinated by tho emissaries of his 
sistor Tho succeeding caliphs re- 
sumed tho maxims of religion and 
policy ; a free toleration was again 
course, disbelieved by his sectaries. M do 
&icy seems to consider the fact obscure and 
doubtful. According to Ids fuUcwers he <I«- 
uppmml, but Is bireafter to return At his 
rdturn the nBuirrectlon Is to take plies , the 
hnpinph of Unltananlsm, and the Anal dls- 
1 romflSuro of all other religious.

tion, tho most disputable right, as a 
sufficient ground of national hostility. 
Rut tho name and nature of a holy tear 
demands a more ugorous scrutiny , nor 
can we hastily believe, that tho servants 
of tho Fiance of Peace would uasheath 
tho sworcl of destruction, unless the 
motive were pure, the quarrel legiti- 
mate, aud tao necessity inevitable. 
Tho policy of an action may be de- 
termined from tho tardy lessons of ex* 
paricnco ; but, before wo act, our coir 
science should Ira satisfied of tho justice 
anil propriety of our enterprise. In tho 
ngc of the iwides, the Christians, both 
of the Kaxt and West, were persuaded 
of then lawfulness and merit; thoir 
arguments arc clouded by the perpetual 
abuse of Scripture and rhetoric, but 
icy ecom to insist on the right of 
natural anil religious defence, their 
peculiar titlo to the Holy Land, aud tho 
impiety of their Pagan and Moham- 
medan foes 1 1 . Tho right of a just 
defence may fairly include our civil and 
spiritual alliLS it depends on tho 
existence of danger ; aud that dangrr 
must lie estimated by the twofold con- 
sideration of the malice, and the power, 
of our enemies A pernicious tenet lias 
been imputed to the Mohammedans, 
tho duty of nliryaLxng all other re- 
ligions by tho sword This chargo of 
ignorance and bigotry is refuted by tho 
Koran, by the history of tho Mussul- 
man (.01141101 ora, anil by tluir pubhe 
auil kg il tolu itiou of tho Cluistiin 
w ui ship Rut it ( annul, Ijc denu ( 1 , that 
tin. Ota lit d ihurihia arc dcpusaid 
under then 11011 yoke ; that in poaco 
and war, they assert a divine and in- 
dofcasible claim of universal cmpiro ; 
aud that, m their orthodox erica, tlio 
unbuild nig nations arc continually 
threatened 1 ith the loss of religion or 
liberty In tlie eleventh centniy, tho 
a utorioiis arms of tho Turks presented 
a real and mgent npmchension of these 
losses They had subdued, m less thou 
thirty ycats, the kingdoms of Asia, aa 
1 K the reader will turn to tlio first scene of 
the Hist Part of Henry the 1 I ourth, lie will eee 
in the U xt of shlkspeare tin. natural feeling* 
of enthusiasm , awl In the notes of Dr Johnson, 
tlio working of a bigoted, though vigorous, 
mind, greedy of every pretence to liato and 
pen ecu to those who itaMent from his creed 
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far os Jerusalem and the Hellespont; 
and the Greek empire tottered on the 
verge of destruction Besides an honest 
sympathy for their brethren, the Latins 
had a right and interest in the support 
of Constantinople, the most important 
burner of the West , and the pnvilcgo 
of defence must reach to prevent, as 
well os to repel, an impending .assault. 
But this salutary purpose might have 
been accomplished by a modcrato suc- 
cour ; and our calmer reason must dis- 
claim the innumerable hosts and remote 
operations, which overwhelmed Asia 
and depopulated Europe * IL Pales- 
tine could add nothing to tho strength 
or aufoty of the Latins , and fanaticism 
alono could pretend to justify the con- 
quest of that distant and narrow pro- 
inico The Christians affirmed tliat 
their inalienable title to the promised 
land hnd been sealed by the blood of 
tbeir divino Sai tour it was tliur right 
and duty to rescue their inheritance 
from the unjust possessore, who pro- 
faned his sepulchre, and oppressed the 
pilgrimage of his disciples Vainly 
would it be alleged that the pre- 
eminence of Jerusalem, and the sanctity 
of Palestine, have been abolished with 
the Mosaic law , that the God of the 
Christians is not a local deity, and that 
the recovery of Bethlcm or Calvary, 
his cradle or hiB tomb, will not stone 
for the violation of tho moral precepts 
of tho Gospel Such arguments glance 
aside from tho leaden shield of supersti- 
tion , and the religious mind will not

nt the hoi/ years which havo hpen 
waged in every chmate of the globe, 
from Egypt to Livonia, »nd from Peru 
to Hindustan, require the support oi 
somo more general and flexible tenet. 
It has boon often supposed, and some- 
times affirmed, that a dilTorcnce of re- 
ligion is a worthy cause of hostility 
that obstinate unbelievers may be slum 
or subdued by tho champions of tho 
crosB , and that grace is tho sole 
fountiun of dominion as well as of 
mercy * Above four hundred years 
before tho first crusade, the eastern 
and western provmces of thu Roman 
Empire had been acquired about the 
same time, and m the Bame manner, by 
the barbarians of Germany and Arabia. 
Tune and treaties hail legitimated the 
conquests of the Christian Pranks ; but 
m the eyes of their subjects and ncigh- 
bonrs, the Mohammedan princes were 
still tyrants and usurpers, who by the 
arms of war or rebellion, might be law- 
fully driven from their unlawful pos- 
session . 1 

As the manners of the Christians 
were relaxed, their discipline of pen- 
ance 'was enforced, and gpiritui mo tw«s 
with the - multiplication cad indulgence 
of sms, the remedies were multiplied.

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Xu the primitive church, a voluntary 
fnd open confession prepared the 
wtirk of atouemunt. In the midille 
ages, the bishops and pnests interro- 
gated the criminal , compelled him to 
account for his thoughts, words, and .lo- 
tions ; and prescribed the terms of his 
reconciliation with God But ns this 
discretionary power might altenutoly 
bo abusod by indulgence and tyranny, 
a rule of discipline was framed, to in- 
form and regulate tho spintu il judges. 
This mode of legislation was invented by 
the Greeks, their jiatUenltaln' were 
tianslated, or mutated, in the Latin 
church , and, in the tnuo of Chaile 
maguc, the clergy of every dioceso were 
piovidcil with a code, which they pru- 
dently concealed from the knowledge of 
tho \ ulgar In this dangeious cstini ite 
of ci lines and punishments, each c.ise 
was supposed, each difference was re- 
marked, by the experience or penetra- 
tion of the monks , some sins aro enum-

a whole people, each act was separ-

Sixty thousand horse hail been renew oil 
in the camp beforo tho cud of the 
siege they wero diminished to two thou- 
sand, and scarcely two hundred lit for 
service could ho mustered on tho day of 
battle Weakness of baity aud terror 
of liiind extinguished tho ardent enthu- 
siasm of tho pilgrims , anil evuiy mo- 
tive of honour and religion was sub- 
dued by the deauo of life * Among tho 
chiefs, three heroes may he found with- 
out fear or reproach Godfrey of 
Bouill&n was suppoitcd by his mag- 
nnnimouvapu-ly , Hohemoml by am 
bifcion and mtoiest, and 'i'liiucd dc- 
clanfU, in the true spmt of chivalry,

forty kmghls, ho would never relin- 
quish thu enterpnso of Palestine lint 
the count of Tholouso and Provcnco was 
suspected of a voluntary indisposition . 
tho ilnko of Normandy was recalled 
from tho sea-shore by the censures of 
the church , Hugh the Great, though 
ho led tho vanguard of the battlo, em- 
braced an ambiguous opportunity of re- 
turning to France , and Stephen count 
of Chartres basely deserted the stan- 
dard which ho bore, anil the council m 
which he presided The soldiers wero 
discouraged by the flight of William 
viscount of Melon, surnamed tho Cui 
pnttci, from tho weighty strokes of his 
axe , anil the saints wero scandalised 
by thu fall* of Peter thu hermit, w ho, 
after arming lCuropo against Asia, at- 
tempted to escape from the penance of

In tho distress of Anti- 
och, they wore repeated with unusual 
energy aud success St Ambrose had 
ossurod a pious ecclesiastic, that two 
years of trial must precede the season 
of deliverance and grace , the deserters

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proaches of Christ himself j the dcatl 
had promised to arise and combat with 
their brethren , the Virgin had obtainod 
the pardon of their sins , and thoir con- 
fidence was revived by a visible sign, 
the seasonable and splendid discovery 
of the holt lanck Tho policy of their 
chiefs lias on this occasion been ad- 
mired, and might surely be excused , 
but a pious fi.tud is seldom produced 
by thSHool conspiracy of many persons , 
and a volunt.11 y impostor might depend 
on the support of the wise and the 
credulity of the people Of the diocese 
of Marseilles, there was a priest of low 
cunning anil loose manners, nud Ins 
name was Peter Bnrtholemy He pre- 
sented himself at the door of the council- 
chamber, to disclose an apparition of St. 
Andrew, which had been thrice reiter- 
ated in his sleep, with a dreadful 
menace, if he presumed to suppress the 
commands of heaven. “At Antioch,” 
said the apostle, “ in the church of 'ny 
brother St Peter, near the high altar, 
is concealed the Btccl head of the lance 
that pierced the side of our Redeemer. 
In three days, that instrument of 
eternal, and now of temporal salvation, 
will ho manifested to his disciples. 
Search, and ye shall find . bear it aloft 
in battle; and that mystic weapon shall 
penetrate the souls of the miscreants ” 
Tho pope's legato, tho bishop of Puy, 
affected to listen with coldness and dis- 
trust, but the revelation wus eagerly 
accepted liy Count llaj inond, whom his 
futhful subject, m tho name of tho 
apostle, had chosen for tho guardian of 
the holy lance The experiment was 
n solved, and on tho third day, after a 
due preparation of prayer aud fasting, 
the pntst of Marseilles introduced 
twelve trusty spectators, among whom 
were tho count and his chaplain, and 
the church-doors were barred against 
tho impetuous multitude The ground 
was opened in the appointed place , but 
the workmen, who relieved each other, 
dug to the depth of twelve feet without 
discovering the object of their search 
Iu the evening, when Count Raymond 
had withdrawn to his post, and tho 
weary assistants began to murmur, Har- 
tholemy, m his shirt and without his 


shoes, boldly descended into tho pit ; 
tho darkness tof the hour and of tho 
place enabled him to secrete and deposit 
the head of a Saracen lance ; ana the 
first sound, the first gleam, of the steel 
was saluted with a devout rapture. 
The holy lance was drawn from its re 
cess, wrapped in a veil of silk and gold, 
oml exposed to the veneration of the 
crusaders , their anxious suspense bhrst 
forth 111 a general shout of joy and hope, 
and the desponding troops were again 
inflamed with the enthusiasm of valour. 
Whatever had been tho arts, and what- 
ever might be tho sentiments of the 
chiefs, they skilfully unproved this 
fortunata revolution by every aid that 
discipline and devotion could afford. 
The soldiers were dismissed to thoir 


quarters with an injunction to fortify

by a procession of priests and monks , 
tho battle array was marshalled in 
twelve divisions, in honour of the twelve 
apostles ; and the holy lance, in the 
absence of Raymond, was intrusted to 
the hnnds of his chaplain The influ- 
ence of this flehc or trophy was felt by 
tho servants, nud perfiaps by the 
cnemiLB, of Christ;' and its .potent 
energy was heightened by an accident, 
a sti atagem, or a rumour, df'a miracul- 
ous complfcxion Three ^ 

knights, 111 white gar- 
ments and resplendent arms, either 
itsued, or seemed to issue, from the 
hills . the voice of Adhemar, the pope’s 
legato, proclaimed them as the martyra 
St George, St Theodore, and St.

knowledge of the arts and stratagems 
of war, but they confessed the strength 
and courage of the French cavalry and 
the infantry of the Germans ;* and the 
strangers are described as an iron race, 
of gigantic stature, who darted fire from 
their eyes, and spilt blood like water on 
the ground Under tho bannors of 
Conrad, a troop of females rode in tho 
attitude and armour of men ; and the 
chief of these Amaaons, from her gilt 
spurs and buskins, obtained tho epithet 
of the Golden-footed Dame.

From thu ultimata knowledge we may 
learn to susfect the political viows i y 
dcpiosaing their great vassals, wh<ch 
are so often imputed to the royal author* 
of the crusades. Abov o a,U the prmoes 
of tho middle agon, Louis the Ninth suc- 
cessfully laboured to restore the pre- 
rogatives of tho crown , but it waif at 
home, and not m the East, tlut he en- 
quired for himself and his posterity 
hu vow was tho result of enthusiasm 
and sickness , and if he were the pro- 
moter, he wax' likewise the victim, of 
tins holy madness. For tho invasion 
of Egypt, France was exhausted of her 
troops and treasures; he covered the 
sea of Cyprus with eighteen hundred 
sails ; tho most modest enumeration 
amounts to fifty thousand mon , and if 
wo might trust his own confession, os 
it is reported by Oriental vanity, he 
disuitbaiked lime thousand five hun- 
dred horse, aud one hundred and thirty 
thousand foot, who performed their 
pilgrimage under the shadow of hu 
power.* 

In complete armour, the onOamms 
w avmg before him, Louu He bkel 
leaped foremost on tho Demlstu.

city of Dainictta, which had cost hu 
predecessors a siege of sixteen months, 
was abandoned on the first assault by 
the trembling Mosloms But Damietta

situation of the principal monarchs was 
averse to the pious summons The 
Emperor Frcdeno the Second was a 
child, and hia kingdom of Germany 
was disputed by the rival houses of 
Brunswick and Swabia, the memorable 
factions of tho Guelphs and Ghibohncs. 
Philip Augustus of France had per- 
formed, and could not bo persuaded to 
renew, tho perilous vow ; but as he was 
not less ambitious of praise than ol 
power, he cheerfully instituted a per- 
petual fond for tho defence of the Holy 
Land. Richard of England was satiated 
with the glory and misfortunes of Ins 
first adventure, and he presumed to 
deride the exhortations of Fulk of Neu- 
llly, who was not abashed in the 
presence of kings “ You adviBc me,” 
said Plantagenet, “ to dismiss my tlnce 
daughters, pnde, avarice, and incon- 
tinence , I bequeath them to the most 
deserving , my pnde to the knights- 
tcmplars, my a vance to the monks of 
Cistcaux, and my incontinence to the 
prelates ” But the preacher was heard 
aad ol>eyed by the great vassals, the 
princes of tho socond order ; and Theo- 
bald, or Thibaut, count of Champagne, 
was the foremost in the holy race Tba 
valiant youth, at the age of twenty-two 
ycats, was encouraged by tho domestic 
examples of his father, who marched in 
the second crusade, and of his elder 
brother, who had endod his days in 
Palestine with tho title of King of 
Jerusalem . two thousand two hundred 
knights owed servuu and homage to 
lus peerage ' the nobles of Champagne 
excelled in all the exercises of war . '

ignorant of navigation They embraced 
tho wise resolution of choosing six 
deputies or representatives, of whom 
Villehaidomn was one, with a discre- 
tionary trust to direct tho motions, qml 
to pledge the faith, of the wholo con- 
federacy Tho mantime states of Italy 
were alone pussossccl of the moobs of 
transporting the holy warriors with 
their arms and horses , and the six 
deputies proceeded to Venice to solicit,

In the invasion of Italy by Attil i, I 
have mentioned' the llight B ut. or tin 
of the Venetians from tho 
fallen cities of the con- 
tinent, and their obscuro shelter m the 
chain of islands that line tho extremity 
of tho Adriatic Gulf. In the midst of 
tho waters, free, indigent, laborious, 
and inaccessible, they gradually coal- 
esced into a republic the first founda- 
tions of Vomce were .laid in the island 
of Kialto ; and tho annual election of 
tho twelvo tribunes was superseded by 
the permanent office of a duke or doge 
On the verga of tho two empires, the 
Venetians cxnlt in tho belief of primitive 
and perpetual independence.* Against 
the Latins, their untiquo freedom has 
been asserted by the sword, and may 
be justified by* the pen Charlemagne 
himself resigned all claims of sove- 
lingiity to the islands ok the Adriatic

"treated, tlie titter of the king of Hun- 
gary , and by her appearance, the noble 
matrons of Qreece were drawn from 
their domestic retirement, and mingled 
with the oirole of senators and soldiers, 
Tha Latins, by the mouth of the 
marshal, spoke like men, conscious of 
their .merits, bnt who respected the 
work of their own hands ; and the ein- 
poror clearly understood, that his sou's 

• ngngements with Venice and the 
pilgrims must be ratified without hesi- 
tation or delay Withdrawing into a 
private chamber with the empress, a 
charabcilain, an interpreter, and the 
four ambassadors, the father of young 
Alexias inquired with some anxiety 
into the nature of his stipulations 
The submission of the Eastern empire 
to the popo, the succour of the Holy 
Land, and a present contribution of 
two hundred thousand marks of silver 
“ These conditions aro weighty," was 
his prudent reply '* they are hard to 
accept, and diikcnlt to perform But 
no conditions can exceed the measure 
o: your services and deserts ” After 
tins satisfactory assurance, the barons 
mounted on horseback, and introduced 
the heir of Constantinople to the city 
and palace hie youth and marvellous 
adventures engaged every heart in his 
favour, and Alexius was solemnly 
crowned with his father id the dome of 
St Sophia. Ii^ the first days of his 
ruign, the people, alrendy blessed with 
the restoration of plenty and peace, wero 
ilolightod by the joyful catastrophe of 
tho tragedy* and the discontent of the 
n»bU&, a their regret, and their fears, 
were covered by the polished surface of 
pleasure and royalty The mixture of 
two discordant nations in the same

was instantly disbursed to appease the 
Wants, and silence the importunity, of 
the crusaders 1 Alexius was aim mad 
by the approaching honr of thoir de-

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dred pounds of gold, he prevailed on 
the marquis of Montfcrrat to lead him 
with an army round the provinces of 
Kurope , to establish his authority, and 
pursue his unole, whilo Constantinople 
was awed by tho presence of Baldwin 
and his confederates of France and 
Flanders. The expedition was success- 
ful , the blind emperor exulted in the 
emcees of his arms, and listcncd«to the 
predictions of his flatterers, that tho 
same Providence which had raised him 
from tho dungeon to tho throne, would 
he.il his gout, rcatoro his sight, and 
watch over the long prosperity of his 
ruigu. Yet the mind of the suspicious 
old man was tormented by the rising 
glones of his son , nor could Ins prula 
conceal from his envy, tlut while his 
own name was pronounced m faint and

the Greeks refused to avert, by a 
general tax, the impending evils of 
servitude and pillage ; the oppression 
of the noh exalted a more dangerous 
and personal resentment, and if 'the 
emperor melted tho plate, and despoiled 
the images, of tho sanctuary, hesgemed 
to justify the complaints of heresy and 
sacrilege During the absence of 
marquis Boniface and his Imperial 
pupil, Constantinople was visited with 
a calamity which might be justly im- 
puted to the zeal and indiscretion of 
the Flemish pilgrims 1 In one of their 
visits to the city, they were scandalised 
by the aspect of a mosque or synagoguo, 
m which ono God was worshipped, 
without a partner or a son Their 
effectual mode of controversy was to 
attack tho inhdels with tho sword, and 
their habitation with fire . but the 
infidels, and soma Christian neighbours, 
presumed to defend their lives and pro- 
perties - and tho fLfbios, which bigotry 
hod kindled, consumed the most ortho- 
dox and innocent structures During 
eight dajrs and nights, tho conflagration 
spread above a league in front, from 
tho harbour to tho Propontis, over the 
thickest aud most populous regions of 
tho city. It is not easy to count the 
stately churches and pal .ices that wero 
rcducod to a smoking nun, to valuo the 
mcrUiandish that penslicd in the trail- 
ing streets, or bo number the families 
that were involved in tho common de- 
struction.

To every senator, 
conspicnons by Ins birth or dignity, 
thuy successively presented the parplu 
by each senator the deadly garment was 
repulsed the contest lasted thee days, 

I and wo may learn from the historian 
, N icetas, one of the members of tho as- 
s mbly, that fear anil weakness wero 
the guardians of their loyalty A phau- 
, tom, who vanished in oblivion, was 
1 forcibly proclaimed by tho crowd 1 but 
the author of the tumult, and tho leader 
of tho war, woe a prince of tho house 
ot Ducos ; and hu common appella- 
tion of Alexins must Ire discrim- 
inated by tho epithet of Mourzoufle,* 
which m the vulgar idiom expressed 
the close junction of his black and 
shaggy cyehiows At once a patriot 
and a courtier, the pcrndious Mour- 
aonfle, who was not destitute of cunning 
.util courage, opposed tho Latins both 
[ ui speech and action, inflamed the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the Greeks, and 
insinuated himself into the favour and 
confidence of Alexius, who trusted him 
with tho office of great chamberlain, 
and tinged lus buskins with the colours 
| of royalty At the tle.ul of night, he 
j rushed into the bed clumber with an 
altughtod nspi ct, exclaiming, that tile 
palace was attacked by the people and 
! betrayed by tho guards Starting from 
J his couch, the unsuspecting prince 
throw himself into the anus of his 
enemy, who had contrived his escape 
by a pnvato staircase But that stair- 
case terminated in a prison Alexius 
was seised, st tipped, and ainlu and hi, 
loaded with chains , and jathsr dspe*«i 
after tasting soino day* by “• 

the bitterness of death, he w as poisoned, 
or strangled, oi beaten w ith clubs, at 
tlio command, oi in tbe presence, of tbe

If the quarrel. It woe no longer the 
disagreement of allies » ho over-valued 
their sen ices, or neglected their obliga- 
tions the French and Venetians for- 

§ ot their complaints against Alexius, 
rapped a tear on the untimely fate of 
their companion, and sworo revenge 
against the perfidious nation who hod 
crowned Ins assassin Yet the prudent 
doge was still inclined to negotiate , he 
asked as a debt, a subsidy, or a fine, 
fifty thousand pounds of gold, about 
two millions sterling; nor would the 
conference have been abruptly brokeu, 
if the zeal, or policy, of Mourzoufle had 
not refused to sacrifice the Qreck church 

to the safety of the state 1 Amidst the 
invectives of his foreign and domestic 
enemies, we may discern that he was 
not unworthy of the character which 
ha had assumed, of the publio champion ; 
tue second siege of Constantinople was 
far more laborious than the first; the 
treasury was replenished, and dis- 
cipline was restored, by a severe in 
quimtion into the abuses of the former 
reign , and Monrzoufle, an iron maco in 
his hand, visiting the posts, and affect- 
ing the port and aspect of n warrior, was 
an object of terror to his soldiers, at least, 
and to his kinsmen, Before and after the 
death of Alexius, the Greeks made two 
vigorous and well-corni noted a* tempts 
to burn the navy in tho harliour , but 
the skill and courage of the Venetians 
repulsed the fire-ships , and the vagrant 
flames wasted themselves without in- 
jury in the sea . 1 In a nocturnal sally 
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the Greek emperor was vanquished bV 
Henry, brother of the count of Flanders: 
tho advantages of number and surprise 
aggravated ti Bhaino of Aus defeat his 
buckler was found on the field of battle; 
and tho Imperial standard,* a divine 
image of the Virgin, was presented, os 
a trophy and a relic, to the Cistercian 
monks, the disciples of St. Bernard 
Near three months, without excepting 
the holy season of Lent, were consumed 
m skirmishes and preparations, before 
the Latina were ready or resolved for a 
general assault Tho land fortifica- 
tions had been found impregnable ; and 
the Venetian pilots represented that, 
on the shore of the Propontis, tlie an- 
chorage was unsafe, and the ships must 
be dm on by the enrrent far away to 
the straits of the Hellespont; a pro- 
spect not unpleaemg to the reluctant 
pilgrims, who sought every opportunity 
of breaking the army From the har- 
bour, therefore, tho assault was deter- 
mined by the assailants, and expected 
by tho besieged , and the emperor bad 
placed his scarlet pavilions on a neigh- 
bouring height, to direct and animate 
the efforts of his troops. A fearless 
spectator, whose mind could entertain 
tlie ldea^of pomp and pleasure, ought 
have admired the long array of two em- 
liattled armies, which extended above 
half a leaguh, the one on the ships and 
galleys, the other on the walls and 
towers raised above the ordinary level 
by several stages of wooden turrets 
Their first fury was spent ur the dis- 
charge of darts, stones, aiyl fire, from 
the engines, but the water wasjleep; 
the French were bold; the Venetians 
were skilful , they approached the 
walls, and a desperate conflict of 
swords, spears, ana battle-axes, was 
fought on the trembling bridges that 
grappled the floating; t 6 the stable.

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loimdcd a retreat. On tAo ensuing 
,daya, the attaok was renewed with 
equhl vigour, and a aimilar event ; and, 
in the night, the doge and tho barons 
held a counofl, apprehensive only for 
the publio danger* not a voice pro- 
uoiqicod the words of escape or treaty ; 
and each warrior, according to his 
temper, oinbraued the hope of victory, 
or the assurance of a glorious death. 1 
By the experience of the former siege, 
the Greeks wore instructed, bnt tho 
Latins were animated , and the know- 
ledge that Constantinople might be 
taken, was of more avail than the 
local precautions which that knowledge 
had inspired for its defence In the 
third assault, two ships were linked 
together to double their strength ; a 
strong north wind drove them on the 
shore ; the bishops of Troyes end Sou- 
sons led the van ; and the auspicioua 
names of the pilgrim and tho paradue 
resounded along the line 1 Tno epis- 
copal banners were displayed on the 
walls ; a hundred marks of silver had 
been promised to the hist adventurers; 
and if their reward waa intercepted by 
death, their names have been immor- 
talised by fame.* Four towers were 
scaled ; three gates were burst open , 
and the French knights, who might 
tremble on the waves, felt themselves 
invincible on horseback on thu solid 
ground Shall 1 relate thdt the thou- 
sands who guarded tho emperor’s per- 
son fled on theiapproach, and before 
the lance, of a single w amor ’ Their 
lgnominibue flight is attested by their 
countryman Nicetas, an army of phan- 
tomg,marched with tho French nero, 
and he Vas magnified to a giant in tho 
oyea of the Greeks. 3 While tho fugi-

tivos deserted thoir posts and cast away 
their arms, the Latins entered the city 
under tho banners of their leaders . the 
streets and gates opened for their pair 
sage ; and either design or nceideni 
kindled a third conflagration, which 
consumed in a few honrs the measure 
of three of the largest cities of Franco ‘ 
In the closo of evening, the barons 
checked their troops, anufortified their 
stations, they were awed by thu extent 
and populousness of the capital, whioh 
might yet require tho labour of a month, 
if the churches and palaces were con- 
scious of their internal strength But 
in tho morning, a suppliant procession, 
with crosses and images, announced 
the submission of the Greeks, and de- 
precated the wrath of the conquerors 
the usurper escaped throngh the golden 
gate the palaoes of Blachemaa and 
Boncoleon were occupied by the count 
of Flanders and the marquis of Mont- 
ferrnt , and the empire, which still 
bore the name of Constantine, and the 
title of Roman, was subverted by the 
arms of the Latin pilgrims.’ 

Constantinople nail been taken by 
storm ; and no restraints, niiag* ■>> con 
except those of religion «tantiao»i« 
and humanity, were imposed on the 
conquorors by the laws of war. Boni- 
face, marquis of Montfeirat, still acted 
as their general , and the Greeks, who 
rovtred his name as that of their future 
sovereign, were beard to exclaim in a 
lamentable tone, “ Holy marquis-king, 

caslon, the historian seems fonder of the mar- 
vellous, than of bla coon try, or perhaps of 
truth Baldwin exclaims in the words of the 
pnxlmUt, pensquitnr unus ex nobis centum 
allenog.

Yet of tlicBo exiles, some were less 
mindful of injuries than of buneflts , 
and Nicetas himself was indebted for 
Ins safety to the generosity of a Ve- 
netian merchant 1’opo Innocent the 
Third accuses tho pilot mis of respect 
ing, in their lust, liuthur ago nor sex, 
nor religious profession , and bitterly 
laments that tho deeds of darkness, 
fornication, udultery, anil nicest, were 
pci petrated in open day. Mid that 
noolo matrons and holy nuns wore pol- 
luted hy the grooms aiul peasants of 
the Catholiu camp 9 It indeed 
probable that tho liccuc of victory 
prompted nud covered a multitude of 
tins but it is certain, that the capital 
of tho Hast contained a stock of vcual 
or willing uoauty, sullicu-nt to satiate 
tho dcsirea of twenty thousand pil- 
grims, and female prisoners were no 
longer subject to tho right or abuse of 
domestic slavery Tho marquis of 
Montferrat was tho patron of discipline 
and decency , the count of Flamlcrs 
was the mirror of chastity . they hud 
forbidden, under pam of death, tho 
lapo of married women, or viri'ins or

respected 6y tho victors Their cruelty 
and lust wero moderated by the< ah- 
thonty of the elnufs, and feelings of 
tin soldiers ; for wc arewiio longer tlc- 
sciibmg an irruption of the northern 
sav.igcs , and however ferocious they 
might still appear, tune, policy, 'auu 
religion, had civilised the manners of 
the French, and still more «f the 
Italians But a free scope was allowed 
to their avarice, which was glutted, 
even m the holy week, by the pillage 
of Constantinople The right of vic- 
tory, unshuekled by any promise or 
treaty, had confiscated the public and 
private wealth of the GcoekB, and 
every hand, according to its sizo and 
strength, might lawfully execute the 
sentence and seize the forfeiture, A 
portable and universal standard of 
exchange was found in the coined and 
uncoined metals of gold and silver, 
which each captor, at home or abroad, 
might convert into tho possessions 
most suitable to {ps temper and situa- 
tion Of the treasures, which tnulo 
and luxury had accumulated, tho silks, 
velvets, furs, the gems, spices, anil 
rich movables, were the most preci- 
ous, as th-y could not be procured for 
money in the ruder conn- Division or 
trios ot Kuropo. An order tin spoil, 
of rapmo was instituted ; nor was the 
share of cash individual abandoned to 
industry or chance Under tho trem- 
endous penalties of jpurjury, excom- 
munication mid death, the Latins were 
bound to deliver their plundor into the 
common stock , three churches wore 
selected, for tho deposit i&d distribu- 
tion of tho spoil a single bIuA whs 
allotted to a foot soldier , two for a 
sergeant on horseback, four to a 
knight , and larger proportions accord- 
ing to the rank and merit of tho barons 
and princes For violating this sacred 
engagement, a knight belonging to tho 
count of St. Paul was hanged with his 
shield and coat of arms round his neck ■ 
his example might render similar offon- 
dorb more arttul and discreet ; but 
avarice was more powerful than four , 
and it is generally believed, that the 

violated la spite of the ftrtXes, iireXpara IS

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aeorot far exceeded the acknowledged 
plunder. Yet the magnitude of the 
pilze surpassed the hugest scale of ex- 
perience or expectation 1 After the 
whole hod ticun equally divided be- 
tween the French and Venetians, fifty 
tlicuisaud marks wore deducted to 
notify the debts of the former and tl 
demands of the latter. The rosidue of 
the French amounted to four hundred 
thousand marks of silver, 9 about oight 
hundred thousand pounds sterling , 
nor can I better appreciate the valno 
of that sum in tho public and pnvato 
transactions of tho age, than by defin- 
ing it as seven tunes the annual revenue 
of tho kingdom of England * 

In this great revolution we enjoy the 
Hmyofths singular felicity of coun- 
aruki paring tho narratives of 
Villehardouin and Nicetas, the opposite 
feelings of the marshal of Champagne 
and the Byzantine senator * At the 
first view it should Boera that the 
wealth of Constantinople was only 
tiansfoirod from one nation to anothei , 
and that tho loss and sorrow of the 
Creeks is exactly balanced by the joy 
and advantage of the Latins But m 
tho miserable account of war, the gain 
is novur equivalent to the loss, the 
pleasuro to the pain the smiles of tho 
Latins were transient and fallacious ,

tho Greeks for ever wept over the nuns 
of their country ; and their real cala- 
mities were aggravated by sacnhgo 
and mockery What benefits nceiuid 
to the conquerors from the time lues 
which annihilated so vast a puilum o! 
tho buildings and riches of the city 1 
What a stock of such things, as could 
neither be used nor transported, was 
maliciously or wantonly destroyed ' 
How much treasure was idly wasted 
in gaming, debauclieiy, and not' Ami 
what precious objects were bartered 
for a tile price by the impatience or 
ignorance of tho soldiers, whoso reward 
was stolen by the base industry of the 
last of tho Greeks 1 Theso alone, who 
had nothing to lose, might derive some 
profit from tho revolution , but the 
misery of tho upper ranks of society is 
strongly painted m the personal aihen- 
turesof Nicetas himself His stately 
palace has been reduced to ashes in tho 
second conflagration , and the senator, 
with Ins family nnd friends, found an 
obscure shelter in another house which 
ho possessed near the chuicli of St. 
Sophia It was the door of this mean 
habitation thatlus friend, tho Venetian 
merchant, guarded in the disguise of a 
soldier, till Nicetas could save, by a 
precipitate flight, the relics of his for- 
tune ami the chastity of his daughtei. 
In a cold wuitiy season, these fugitives, 
nursed m the lap of prosponty, de- 
parted on foot, his wifo was with 
child , the desertion of their slaves com 
pelled them to cany their baggage on 
their own shoulders, and their women, 
whom they placed in the centre, were 
exhoited to conceal their beauty w'ltli 
dirt, instead of adorning it w ith paint 
and jewels Every step was exposed 
to insult and danger . the threats of 
tho strangers were less painful than 
the taunts of the plebeians, with whom 
they were now levelled ; nor did the 
exiles breathe m safety till their mourn- 
ful pilgrimage was concluded at Selym- 
bna, above forty miles from the capital. 
On the way they overtook the patri- 
arch, without attendance and almost 
without apparel, ruling on on ass, and 
reduced to a stated apostolical poverty, 
which, had it been voluntary, might 
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perhaps lave boon montorioua. In 
the meanwhile, his desolate churches 
were profaned by the licentiousness 
and party zeal of the Latins After 
surib«u« stripping the gems ai’d 
aocktry pearls, they converted 
the chalices into dnnking-cupe , then 
tables, on which they gamed and 
feasted, were colored with the pictures 
of Christ find tho saints , and they 
trampled under foot tho most vener- 
able objects of the Christian worship 
In the cuthidral of St. Sophia, the 
ample veil of tHe sanctuary was rent 
asunder for tho sako of the golden 
fringe , and the altir, a monument if 
art and riches, w,is broken m pieces 
and shared among the captors Their 
mules uiul horses were laden with tho 
a rought silver and gilt carvings, which 
they tore down from the doors and 

a lt, and tf the beasts stumbled 
ir the burden, they were stabbed 
by their impatient dru era, and tho 
holy pavement streamod wit! their 
impure blood A prostitute was seated 
on the throno of the patriarch ; and 
that daughter of Belial, as she u styled, 
sung and danced m the church, to ridi- 
cule the hymns and processions of tho 
Oi lentils Nor woro the repositories 
of the royal dead secure from violation 
in the cl inch of the Apostles, the 
tombs of the emperors were rilled, and 
it is suul, that after six centuries the 
corpse of JuHtiman was found \uthout 
any signs of dccuy or putrefaction In 
the streets, tho French aud Flemings 
clothed thoinsulves and their horses m 
painted robes and flowing hoad-drossos 
of lmon ; and the coarse intemperance 
of tlicir toasts' insulted the splendid 
sobriety of tho East. To oxposo tho 
arms of a people of sonbcB and scholars, 
they affected to display a pen, an ink- 
horn, and a shoot of paper, without 
discerning th.it the instruments of 
science and valour were alike feeble 
and useless in the hands of the modern 
G.eeJU.

In tho loyu of the arts, 
thu national difference was still more 
obvious and real , the Greeks preserved 
with reverence the works of their 'an- 
cestors, which they could not imitate , 
aud, in tho destruction of the statues 
of Constantinople, we are provoked to 
join m the complaints and mvectivos 
of tho Byzantine historian * We have 
Been how tho i ising city was adornod 
by the vanity and despotism of the 
Imperial founder m the ruins of paga- 
nism, some gods and heroes were saved 
from the are of superstition ; and the 
forum and hippodrome woro dignified 
with the relics of n better ago Several 
of thcao are described by Nicetas, 3 in a 
florid and affected stylo ; and, from his 
descriptions, I shall select somo inte- 
resting particulars 1. The victorious 
ohariottcrs were cast m bronze, at their 
own, or the public, charge, and fitly 
placed in the hippodrome . they stood 
aloft in their chanota, wheeling round 
the goal the spectators could admire 
their attitude, and judge of tho resem- 
blance ; and of these figures, the most 
perfect might have boon transported 
from the Olympic stadium 2 The 
sphinx, nver-hone, and crocodile, do- 
notu tho eh mate and manufacture of

deis was the chief of a wealthy anil 
wai liko pooplo he was valiant, pious, 
and chaste , in the primo of life, since 
he was only thirty two years of age , a 
descendant of Charlemagne, a cousin of 
the king of France, and a compeer 
of tbo pielatos and barons who had 
yielded with reluctance to the com- 
mand of a foreigner Without the 
chapel, these barons, with tho iloge and 
marquis nt their Iliad, expected the 
decision of the tw eh e electors It w as 
announced by the bishop of Soissons,

Boniface was the first to kiss tho hand 
of his rival, and to raise him on tho 
buckler , and Baldwin was transported 
to the cathedral, and solemnly invested 
with tho purple buskins At tho end 
of three weeks he was crowned by the 
legato, in the vacancy of a patriarch , 
but tlio Venetian clergy soon filled tho 
chapter of St. Sophia, seated Thomas 
MoroBim on the ecclesiastical throne, 
and employed every ait to perpetuate 
in their own nation the honours and 
bcnubccs of the Greek chnrch * With- 
out dolay the successor of Constantine 
instructed Palestine, France, and 
Borne, of this memorable revolution.

secure that conquest, to people a mag- 
nificent city ana a fertile land, which 
will reward the labours both of the 
priest and the soldier. Ho congratu- 
lates the Roman pontiff on the restora- 
tion of h» authority in the East , in- 
vites him to extinguish Greek schism 
by his presenoo in a general council , 
and implores his blessing and forgive- 
ness for the disobodient pilgrims. Pru- 
dence and dignity are blended in the 
answer of Innocent.' In the subversion 
of the Byzantine empire, he arraigns 
the vices of man, and adores the pro- 
vidence of God : the conquerors will bo 
absolved or condemned by their future 
conduct ; the validity of their treaty 
depends on the judgment of St. Peter , 
but he inculcates their mast sacred 
duty of establishing a just subordina- 
tion of obedience and tribute, from the

Romania, and! invested after the Greek 
fashion with the pnrplo buskins. He 
ended at Constantinople his long and 
glorious life; and if the prerogative 
was personal, the title was ued by hia 
successors till the middle of the fonr- 
toonth century, with the singula^ 
though tme addition of lords of one- 
fourth andyi half of the Roman empire. * 
The doge, a slave of state, was seldom 
permitted to depart from the hulin of 
the republic , but his place was sup- 
plied oy the bail, or regent, who 
exercised a supreme Jurisdiction over 
the colony of Venetians, they pos- 
sessed three of the eight quartern of 
the oity , and his independent tribunal 
was composed of six judges, four coun- 
sellor*, two chamberlains, two fiscal 
advocates, and a constable. Their long 
experience of the Eastern trade enabled 
thorn to select their portion with dis- 
cernment : they haa rashly accepted 
the dominion and defence of Adria- 
nople ; but it was the more reasonable 
aim of their policy to, form a chain of 
fuctonos, and cities, snd islands, along 
the maritime coast, from the neigh- 
bourhood of Kagnsa to the Hellespont 
and the Bosphorus. The labour and 
cost of such extensive conquests ex- 
hausted their, treasury . they abandoned 
their maxims of government, adopted 
a feudal system, and contented them- 
selves with the. tannage of their nobles,' 
for the possessions which these private 
vassals undertook to reduqp and main- 
tain. And thus it was, that the family 
of Sanut acquired the duohy of Naxos, 
which involved the greatest part of the

temperate icy, their triumph over the 
lives and fortune* of a great people. 
After a minute survey of the provinces, 
they weighed in tho scales of avarice 
the roveuue of each district, the ad- 
vantage of the situation, and the ample 
or scanty supplies for the maintenance 
of soldiers and horaea. Their pre- 
aumption claimed and divided the 
long-lost dependencies of the Homan 
sceptre the Nile and Euphrates rolled 
through their imaginary realms ; and 
happy was the warrior who drew for 
his prize the palace of the Turkish 
snlfean of Icomum.

principality in Epirus, ditolia, and 
Thessaly, which have ever been peopled 
by a warlike race. The Greeks, who 
had offered their service to their now 
sovereigns, were cxdnded by the 
haughty Latins 1 from all civil and 
military honours, as a nation born to 
tremble and obey. Their resentment 
prompted them to show that they 
might have been useful fnonds, since 
they could bo dangerous enemies . their 
nerves were braced by adversity, 
whatever was learned or holv, whatever 
was noble or valiant, rolled away into 
the independent states of Trebisond, 
Epirus, and Nice , and a single patri- 
cian is marked by the ambiguous praise 
of attachment and loyalty to the 
frank*. The vulgar herd of the cities 
and the country would have gladly 
submitted to a mild and regular servi- 
tude and the transient disorders of 
war would have been obliterated by 
some years of industry and peace 
But peace waa banished, and industry 
was crushed, in the disorders of the 
feudal system The Roman emperors 
of Constantinople, if they were en- 
dowed with abilities, were armed with 
power for the protection of their sub- 
jects , their laws were wise, and their 
administration was simple. The Latin 
throne was filled by a titular prince, 
the chief, and often the servant, of his 
licentious confederates . the fiefs of the 
empire, from a kingdom to a castle, 
were held and rulod by the sword of 
the barons ; and their discord, poverty, 
and ignorance, extended the ramifica- 
tions of tyranny to the moat seques- 
tered villages The Greeks ueie op- 
pressed by the double weight of the 
pnost, who was invested with tem- 
poral power, and of the soldier, who 
was inflamed by fanatic hatred , nud 
the insuperable hu of religion mid

the Greeks abated, their hatred in 
creased They murdered ; they con- 
spired ; and before a year of slavery 
had elapsed, they implored, or accepted, 
the euccour of a barbarian, whose 
power they had felt, and whose grati- 
tude they trusted 1 
The Latin conquerors had been 
saluted with a solemn ^ Bulgarian 
and early embassy from . w»r, 
John, or Joanmce, or 
Cslo-John, tho revolted chief of the 
Bulgarians and Walachians He deemed 
himself their brother, as the votary of 
the Bomau pontiff, from whom he hod 
received tho regal title and a holy 
banner ; and in the subversion of the 
Greek monarchy, he might aspire to 
the name of their friend and accom 
plice But Calo-John was astonished 
to find that the court of Flanders had 
assumed the pomp and pride of the 
successors of Constantino ; and his 
ambassadors Were dismissed with a 
haughty mossage, that the rebel must 
deserve a pardon by toothing with his 
forehead the footstool of the Imperial 
throne.

the firmest Land of association and 
secrecy, the U reeks were impatient to 
sfieatlie their daggers m tho breasts of 
tho victorious strangers ; hut the exe- 
cution uaj prudently delayed, till 
Henry, the emperor’s brother, had 
transported the flower of Ins troops 
beyond the Hellespont Most of the 
towns and villages of Thrace were true 
to the moment and the signal . and the 
Latins, without arms or suspicion, were 
slaughtered by the vile and merciless 
revenge of their slaves From De- 
motica, the first scene of the massacre, 
the surviving vassals of tho count of 
St Pol escaped to Adnanople ; but the 
French and Venetians, who occupied 
that city, were slain or expelled by the 
fnnous multitude , the garrisons that 
could effect their retreat fell bock on 
each other towards the metropolis , 
and the fortresses, that separately stood 
against the rebels, were ignorant of each 
other’s and of their sovereign’s fate. 
The voice of fame and fear announced 
the revolt of tho G.-ceks and the rapid 
approach of their Bulgarian ally , and 
Calo- John, not depending on the forces 
of his own kmgdom, had drawn from 
the Scythian wilderness a body of four- 
teen thousand Co mans, who drank, as 
it was said, the blood of their captives, 
and sacrificed the Christians on the 
altars of their gods * , 

Alaimed by this sudden and growing 
danger, the emperor dispatched a swift 
messenger to recall count Henry and 
lus troops , and hid Baldwin expected 
the rethru of his gallant brother, w ith 
.1 supply, of twenty thousand Ai- 
mevans, he im£ht have encountered 
the lfivadcrs with equal numbers and 
a decisive superiority of arms and dis- 
cipline But the spirit of thiv.'hy 
could seldom discriminate caution from 
cowardice ; and tho emperor took the 
field with a hundredond forty knights, 
and their tram of aruhera and sergeants.

ho cautiously provided for the success 
of his arms, tho drooping Latins wcio 
often roused by his example to sav c and 
to second their fenrless emperor But 
such efforts, anil some supplies of men 
.uni money from France, were of less 
avail than tho enors, the cruelty, 
and death, of their most formidable 
adversary When the ihsp.ui of tho 
Greek subjects invited Cilo-Jolm as 
thou deliverer, they hoped that he 
w ould protect their liberty anil adopt 
their laws they were soon taught to 
compare tho dcgic.es of national fero- 
city, anil to execrate the savage con- 
queror, w ho no longer dissembled his 
mti ntiou of dispeopling Thrace, of de- 
molishing the cities, nml of trans- 
planting the inhabitants beyond tho 
Danube Many towns and villages

the savage, with shame and loss, was 
compelled to relinquish his prey The 
siege of Thcssalnmca was the last of the 
evils which Calo-John inflicted or 
suffered he was stabbed in the night 
in his tent, and the general, perhaps 
the assassin, who found him weltering 
in his blood, ascribed the blow with 
general applause to the lance of St. 
UemotruiB ' After several victories, 
the prudence of Henry concluded an 
honourable peace with the successor of 
the tyrant, and with the Greek 
princes of Nice and Epirns If he 
ceded some doubtful limits, an ample 
kingdom was reserved for himself and 
his feudntones , ami his reign, which 
lasted only ten years, afforded a short 
interval of prosperity and pome Far 
above tho narrow policy of Baldwin 
iml Boniface, ho freely entrusted to 
tho Greeks the most important offices 
of the state and army , and this 
liberality of sentiment anil practice w as 
tho moro seasonable, as the princes of 
Nice and Epnus hiul already learned to

of Henry to unite and reward his do- 
served subjects of every nation and 
language ; but he appeared, less solici- 
tous to accomplish the impracticable 
union of the two churuhes l’elagius, 
tho pope's logate, who acted as thro 
sovereign of Constantinople, had inter- 
dicted the worship of tho Greeks, and 
sternly imposed the payment of tithes, 
the double procession of the Holy 
Ghost, and a blind obedionce to the 
Roman pontiff As tho weaker party, 
they pleaded the duties of conscience, 
and implored the nglita of toleration 
“Our bodies,” they mud, "are Csesar’s, 
but our souls belong only to God ” 
Tho persecution was checked by the 
firmness of the emperor 1 and if wo 
can believe that the same prince was 
poisoned by tho GreckB thomselves, we 
must entertain a contemptible idea of 
the sonBB and gratitude of mankind. 
His valour was a vulgar attribute, 
which he shared with ten thousand 
knights , but lienfy possessed the 
superior courage to oppose, in a super- 
stitious ago, the prido and av ance of 
the clergy In tlie cathodral of St. 
Sophia he presumed to place his throne 
on the right hand of the patriarch , and 
this preaunlption excited the sharpest

By these expedients, 
the liberality of his royal Kinsman 
Philip Augustus, and the national spirit 
of ahivalsy, he was enabled to pass the

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The long ignorance of his fate, and 
the presence of the law- 
*3omSntr r fnl sovereign, ofYolanilo, 
his wife or widow, do- 
luyed the proclamation 
of a new emperor Beforo her death, 
and in tho midst of her grief, alia was 
delivered of a son, who was named 
Baldwin, the lost and moat unfortunate 
of the Latin princes of Constantinople 
1 Iis birth endeared him to the barons 
of Romania : but his childhood would 
have prolonged the troubles of a min- 
onty, and lus claims wore superseded 
by tliu older claims of lus brethren 
The first of these, l’hilip of Courtenay, 
who ilcuvcd from his mother the in-

manners receive the slightest alteration 
from their intercourse in peace and war 
with the unknown strangers of tho 
West The Greeks, who thought them- 
selvos proud, but who were ouly vain, 
showed a disposition somewhat less 
inflexible In the efforts for tho re- 
covery of their empire, they emulated 
the valour, discipline, and tactics, of 
their antagonists. The modern litera- 
ture of the West thoy might justly 
despise, but its free spirit would in- 
struct them in the rights of man ; and 
some institutions of public and private 
life were adopted from the French. 
The correspondence of Constantinople 
and Italy diffused the knowledge of 
the Latin tongue , and several of the 
fathers and classics were at length 
honoured with a Greek version * Rut 
tho national and religious prejudices 
of the Orientals wore inflamed by per- 
secution ; and the reign of the Latins 
confirmed the separation of the two 
churches 

If we compare, at the era of the 
trusades, the Latins of Europe with 
the Greeks and Arabians, their respec- 
tive degrees of knowledge^ industry, 
and art, our rude ancestors must be 
content with the third rank in the scale 
of nations. Their successive improve- 
ment and present superiority may be 
ascribed to a peouliar energy of charac- 
ter, to an activa and mutative spirit, 
unknown to their more polished rivals, 
who at t^at time wero in a stationary 
or Retrograde state. With puch a dis- 
position, the Latins Bhould have derived 
the most early and essential benefits 
from a Bene! of events which open to 
their eyes the prospect of the wuild, 
and introduced them to a long and 
frequent intercourse with the more 
cultivated regions of the East The

first and most obvious progress was in 
trade and manufactures,' m the arts 
which are strongly prompted by the 
thirst of wealth, the calls of necessity, 
and the gratification of tho sense or 
vanity Among tho crowd of unthink- 
ing fanatics, a captive or a pilgrim 
night sometimes observe the superior 
refinements of Cairo and Constanti- 
nople the first importer of wind-imlls * 
was the benefactor of nations , and if 
such blessings are enjoyed without 
any grateful remembrance, history has 
condescended to notice the more ap- 
parent luxuries of silk and sugar, which 
were transported into Italy from Greece 
and Egypt But the intellectual wonts 
of the Latins wore more slowly felt 
and supplied , the ardour of Btudious 
curiosity was awakened m Europe by 
different causes and more recent events; 
and, in the age of the crusades, they 
viewed with careless inditfei ence the 
literature of the Greeks and Arabians. 
Some rudiments of mathematical and 
modicinal knowledge might bo im- 
parted in practice and in figures; 
necessity might produce some inter- 
preters for tho grosser business of 
merchants anil soldiers , but tho com- 
merce of the Orientals had not diffused 
the study and knowlongo of their 
languages in tho schools of Enrope. * 
If a similar principle of religion re- 
pulsed the iniotn of the Koian, it 
should havo excited their patience and 
curiosity to understand the original 
text of the Gospel , and the same 
grammar would have unfolded the 
sense of Plato ami the beauties of 
Homer Yet in a reign of sixty years, 
the 1 jitinn of Constantinople disdained 
tho speech and learning of their sub- 
jects ; and the manuscripts were tho 
only treasures which the natives might 
enjoy without rapine or envy Aristotle 
was indeed the oracle of the Western

Tho activ e spirit of the Latins preyed 
on the vitals of tlicir reason nud re- 
ligion , and if the ninth und tenth 
centuries w crtTTie tunes of darkness, 
the thirteenth and fourteenth wc-e the 
age of absurdity and fable 

In the profession of Cluistiamty, in 
the cultivation of a fertilo land, tlio 
Inoithern conquerors of tile 1 toman 
Kinpiro insensibly mingled with the 
provincials, and rekindled the cinlsrs 
of the aits of antiquity Their settle- 
ments about the age of Charlemagne 
had acquired some ihgice of ordu and 
stability, when they wore overwhelmed 
by new swarms of invaders, tlio >oi- 
lnans, Saracens,* and Hungarians, who

were buried m tho East, would I.avo 
been more profitably employed in tho 
improvement of their native country 
tho accumulated stock of industry and 
wealth would have overflow cd in navi- 
gation and trade , and the i^itins would 
fiavo been enriched and enlightened by 
a pure and lucndly correspondence 
with the climates of tho East. In one 
respect I can indeed perceive the acei 
dental operation of the crusades, not 
so much in pi mincing a benefit as in 
nmoving an evil Thu largor portion 
of the inhabitants of Europe was

a lung ; the son, Josoelin the Third, 
accepted the office of seneschal, the 
first of the kingdom, and held his new 
estates in Palestine by the service of 
fifty knights His name appears with* 
honour in all the transactions of peace 
and war , but he finally vanishes in the 
fall of Jerusalem ; and the name of 
Courtenay, in this branch of Edessa, 
was lost by the marriage of his two 
daughters with a French and a German 
baron ■'

and the causes of their disgrace will 
represent the story of this second 
branch. I Of all the families now 
extant, the most ancient, doubtless, 
and the meet illustrious, is the house 
of France, which haa occupied the 
same throne above eight hundred years, 
and descends, in a clear and lineal

The peers of Fiance have 
long maintained their precedency be- 
fore tho younger branches of the royal 
line, nor had tho princes of the blood 
in the twelfth century, acquired that 
hereditary lustre wluoh is now diffused 
over the most remote candidates for 
tho succession.

they often attended their supremo 
lord to the borders of Scotland , and 
m foreign service, for a stipulated 
price, they somotimes maintained 
fourscore men at-arms and as many 
archers By son and land they fought 
under the standard of the Edwards 
and Henrys thoir names are con- 
spicuous in battles, in tournaments, 
and m the original list of the Order of 
the Gaiter , three brothers shared the 
Spanish victory of the Black Prince , 
and m the lapse of six generations, tho 
English Courtenays bad learned to 
desjuae the nation and country fiotn 
which they derived their origin. In 
the quarrel of tho two roscB, tho earls 
of Devon adhered to tho house of 
Lancaster, and three brothers sulci s- 
sivuly died, either in tho hold oi on 
tho scaltuld. Thoir honours ami 
estates were restored by Henry the 
Seventh a daughter of Edward tho 
Fourth was not disgraced by tho 
nuptials of a Courtenay , their son, who 
was Lroated marquis of Exeter, enjoyed 
the favour of his cousin Houry the 
Eighth , and ill the camp of Cloth of 
Gold, ho broko a laneo against tho 
French monarch But tho favour of 
Henry was the prelude of disgrace , 
his disgrace was the signal of death , 
and of the victims of tho je dim i 
tyrant, the marquis of Exeter is one of 
tho most noble and guiltless Ilia son 
Edward lived a prisoner in the Tower, 
and died an exile at Padua, and tho 
secret love of Queen Mary, whom ho 
slighted, perhaps for the Punccss 
Elizabeth, has shed a romantic colour 
on the story of this beautiful youth 
The n lies of lus patrimony wei r con- 
veyed into strange families by lh„ 
marrugca of his four auuts , and Ins 
pr rsoual honours, os if they h d lx i n 
h gaily extinct, were revive 1 b> too 
patents of sncccoiling princes But 
there still survived a lineal di eeend.mt 
of Hugh tho first earl of Devon, a 
youngci branch of the Courtmajs, 
whohaie been coated at Powdcrh.uu 
Castle above four hundred years, front 
the reign of Edward the Third to tho 
presont hour. Their estates hare been 
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increased liy the grant and nnpinve of present blessings : In the long senes 
incut of lands m Ireland, and they of the Courtenay amials, the most 
hare boon recently restored to the splendid era is likewise the mosf un- 
honours of the peerage. Yet the fortunate; nor can an opnlent peer of 
Courtenays still retain the plaintive Britain be inclined 1b envy the 
motto, which asserts the innocence, unperors of Constantinople, who 
and deplores the fall, of their ancient wandered over Europe to solicit pints 
house .

the prudent uud gradual advances of 
a conqueror, who, in a ruign of thirty- 
throe years, rescued the provinces 
from national and foreign usurpers, 
till he pressed on all sides the Imperial 
city, a leafless and sapless trunk, which 
must fnll at the first stroko of tho axe 
But his interior and peaceful adinim 
strition is still more deserving of notice 
and praise . 1 The calamities of the 
1 PtebymcT, lie 93, 24 Nlc, Gray.

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time* had wasted thtf numbers and the 
. substance of the Greeks : the motives 
am? the means of agriculture were 
extirpated ; and the most fertile lands 
were left without cultivation or in- 
habitants A portion of this vacant 
prqperty was occupied and improved 
by the command, and for the benefit, 
of the emperor a powerful hand anil 
a vigilant eye supplied and surpossud, 
by a skilful management, the minute 
diligence of a pm ate farmer , the 
royal domain became the garden and 
granary of Asia , and without im- 
poverishing the people, the sovereign 
acquired a fund of innocent and pro- 
ductive wealth Acoording to the 
nature of the soil. Ins lands were sou n 
with com or planted with vines , the 
p isturen were filled with horses mid 
oxen, w ith sheep mid hogs ; and w hen 
Vataccs presented to the empress a 
crown of diamonds and pearls he in- 
formed her, with a smile, that this 
precious ornament arose from the sola 
of the eggs of Ins innumerable poultry 
11.0 produce of his domain woe applied 
to the maintenance of hia palace and 
hospitals, the calls of dignity and 
benevolence the lesson was still more 
useful than the revenue the plough 
was restored to its ancient security 
and honour and tho nobles were 
taught to seek a aura and independent 
revenue from their estates, instead of 
adorning their splendid beggary by 
the oppression of the people, or (what 
is almost the same) by the favours of 
the court. The superfluous Btock of 
com and rattle was eagerly purchased 
by £he Turks, with whon\ Vataccs 
prcsetVcd a strict and sincere alliance ; 
but he discouraged the importation of 
foreign manufactures, the costtj silks 
of the East, and tho curious labours of 
the Italian looms "The demands of 
nature untf necessity," ho was a. cus- 
tomed to say, " are indispensable , but 
tho influence of fashion may nso nud 
sink at tho breath of a monarch , " and 
both Ills precept and example lecom- 
mended simplicity, of niaiinei s and the 
use of domestic industry The educa-

tion of youth and the revival «of learn- 
ing were the most senous objects of 
his care, uud, without deciding the 
precedency, he pronounced with truth, 
that a prince and a philosopher 1 are the 
two most einment characters of human 
society. His first wife was Irene, the 
daughter of Theodore Iaiauans, a woman 
more lUustuous by her personal merit, 
the milder virtues of her sex, than liy 
the blood of the Angcli and Comnoni, 
that flowed in hur tans, and trails 
mitted the inheritance of the empire 
After her death he was contracted to 
Anne, or ConBtanco, a natural daughter 
of the Emperor Frederic* the second ; 
but as the bndo had not attained the 
years of puberty, Vataces placed in his 
solitary bad an Italian damsel of her 
tram ; and his amoious weakness 
bestowed on the concubine tho honours, 
though not the title, of lawful empress 
Ills frailty was censured as a flagitious 
and damnablo sin by the monks , and 
their rude invectives exerciseJ ami dis- 
played the (Mtience of the royal lover 
A philosophic ago may cxcusu a singlo 
vice, which was redeemed by a crowd 
of virtues ; and in the review of his 
faults, and the more intemperate 
passions of Lascaus, the judgment of 
their contemporaries was softened by 
gratitude to the second founders of the 
empire.* Iho slaves of tho Latins, 
without law oi peace, npplauded the 
happiness of their brethren who ka .1 
resumed their national freedom , and 
Vataccs employed the laudable pohoy 
of convincing the Greeks of every 
lomuiou that it was their interest to 
bo enrolled in the number of his 
subjects 

A strong shade of degeneracy is visible 
between John Vataccs Ttuadm 
and his son Theodore, isKoriin

Yet the character of Theo- 
dore wee not devoid of energy, he had 
been educated in the school of hu 
father, in the exercise of war and hunt- 
ing ; Constantinople was yet spared , 
but in the throo years of a short reign, he 
thrice led his armias into the heart of 
Bulgaria His virtues wore sulliud by 
a choleno and suspicious temper the 
first of these may lie ascribed to the 
ignorance of control ; and the second 
might naturally arise from a dark and 
imperfect view of the corruption of 
mankind On a inarch in Bulgaria, 
lie consulted on a question of policy 
his pnnc.pal ministers ; and the Greek 
logothete, George Auropohta, presumed 
to offend him by the declaration of a 
free and honest opinion The emperor 
half-anshoathod hu scimitar , but his 
more deliberate rage reserved Acropol- 
lta for a baser punishment One of 
the first officers of the empire was 
ordered to dismount, stripped of his 
robes, and extended on the ground in 
the presence of the pnnee and army 
In this posture he was chastised with 
so many and such heavy blows from 
tha clubs of two guards or executioners, 
that when Theodore commanded them 
to cease, the groat logothete w.is 
scarcely able to rise and crawl away to 
hu tent After a seclusion of some 
days, he was recalled by a peremptory 
mandate to his seat m council , and so 
deed were the Greeks to the sense of 
honour and shame, that it u from the 
narrative of the sufferer himself that 
wo acquire the knowledge of his dis- 
grace.' The cruelty of tho emperor 
was exaaporatod by the pangs of sick- 
ness, the approaoh of a premature end,

and the inspieiod of poison and magio. 
The live8 and fortunes, the eyes and, 
limbs, of bis kinsmen and nobles, there 
sacrificed to each sally of passion ; and 
before he died, the sou of Vataeca 
might deserve from the people, or at 
least from the court, the appollatiop of 
tyrant. A m.itron of tho family of tho 
Pnlroologl had provoked hu anger by 
refusing to bestow her kcaxtoous 
daughter on the vile plebeian who was 
recommended by lus caprice Without 
regard to her birth oi ago, her body, as

to the dangers of a long minority Hu

Araemus, and, to tliq courage of Gcorgo 
Munition, the great domestic, w ho w as 
equally diBtiiiguisht.il by tho royal 
favour and tho pnblic hatred Since 
tlioir connection with the Latins, tliu 
names and privileges of hereditary 
rank hod* insinuated themselves into 
the Greek monarchy , and the noble 
families 1 were provoked by tho eleva-

The recovery of ConstantiuopLo was 
celebrated as the era of a 
S lftf* new empire tho con- 
jee.™* qncror, alone, and by the 
right of the Bword, re- 
newed his coronation in the church of 
St. Sophia ; and the name and honours 
of John Loscans, his pupil and lawful 
sovereign, were insensibly aliolished.

enemy of Rome. The prise of her 
avenger, the crown of the Two 8icilies, 
was won and worn by the brother of 
St. Lome, by Charlea count of Anjou 
and Provence, who led the chivalry of 
France on this holy expedition. 1 The 
disaffection of his Christian subjects 
compelled Mainfroy to enlist a colony 
of Saracens whom his father had 
planted in Apulia; and this odious 
succour will explain the defiance of 
the Catholic hero, who rejected all 
terms of accommodation.

feet. A synod of bishops was instantly 
convened to debato this important 
question the rashness of tt)ese clande- 
stine anathemas was generally con 
demned , but as the knot could he 
untied only hy the some hand, us that 
hand was now deprived of tho crosier, 
it appeared that this posthumous 
decree was irrevocable by any earthly 
power Some faint testimonies of re- 
pentance and pardon were extorted 
from the author of the mischief , but 
the conscience of the emperor was still 
wounded, and ho desired, with m less 
ardour than Athanasius himself, the 
restoration of a patriarch, by whom 
alone he could be healed At the 
dead of night, a monk rudely knocked 
at the dour of the royal bed-chamber, 
announcing a revelation of plague and 
famine, of inundations and earth- 
quakes Audi mucus started from Ins 
bed, and spent tne night in prayer,

Tf this transaction be one of the most 
cunous and important of a reign of 
fifty years, I ocumot at least accuse the

Nicephoros Gregoras, 1 * who have com 
posed the pvolix and languid story of 
the times. The name and situation 
of flie Emperor John Cantacuzene might 
inspire the most lively curiosity His 
memorials of forty years extend from 
the revolt of tho younger Audroniuiis 
to his own atidicatiou of the empire ; 
and it is observed, that, like Moses 
and Ctesar, he was the principal actor 
in tho scenes which he describes- tint 
in this eloquent work wc should vainly 
seek the sincerity of a hero or a 
penitent Retired m a cloister from 
the vices and passions of tho world, he 
presents not a confession, but an 
apology, of tho life of an ambitious 
statesman Instead of unfolding the 
true counsels and characters of man, 
he displays the smooth and specious 
surfneo of events, highly varnished 
with his own praises and those of lus 
fnends. Their motives are always pure , 
their ends always le(titunato , they con 
spire and rebel without any views of 
interest ; and the violence which they 
inflict or suffer is celebrated Os tho 
spontaneous effect of reason and virtue.

Ilia guards watched at the gate, and 
as ho stood in the inner court to 
overlook the m chi tecta, without fear 
or suspicion, ho was assaulted and 
laid breathless on the ground, by 
two* resolute’ prisoners of the PhIjbo- 
logian race, 1 who were armed with 
sticks, and animated by despair On 
the rumour of revunge and liberty, thu 
captive multitude broke their fetters, 
fortified their prison, and exp «eil fiutn 
the liattleu cuts the tyrant’B hcad^ui- 
suming on the favour of the people and 
tho clemency of tho empress Anne of 
w.-ivoy might rejoioe in the fall of a 
haughty anil ambitious imnistci, but 
while she delayed to rcsolv c or to act, 
thu populace, more especially the man- 
ners, were excited by the widow of the 
great duke to a sedition, un assault,

and almost a right of dominion '1 he 
Homan empire (1 smile in transcribing 
tho name) might soon have sunk into a 
province of Genoa, if tho ambition of 
the republlo had not been checked by 
the rum of her freedom and naval 
power A long contest of one hundred 
and thirty years was determined by 
tbe triumph of Venice, and the factions 
of tho Genoese compelled them to seek 
for domestic peace under tho protection 
of a foreign lord, the duke of Milan, 
or the French kiug Yet tho spirit of 
commerce survived that of conquest ;

ascent to greatness, that barbarian 
(whose private appellation was To- 
mugm) had trampled on the necks of 
his equals. Hu birth was noble -, but 
it was in the pnde 6f victory, that the 
prince or people deduced hu seventh 
ancestor from the immaculate concep- 
tion of a virgin Hu father had 
reigned over thirteen hordes, which 
composed about thirty or forty thou- 
sand families above two thirds re- 
fused to pay tithes or olieilicnco to his

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the vicar of God. The daggers of hia 
missionaries were felt both in the East 
and West; the Christmas and the 
Moslems enumerate, and perhaps mul- 
tiply, the illustrious victims that were 
sacrificed to tho seal, avarice, or resent- 
ment of the old man (as he was cor- 
ruptly styled) of the mountain. But 
these daggers, his only arms, were 
broken by tho sword of Ilolagou, and 
not a vcstigo is left of tho enemies of 
mankind, except tho word assassin, 
winch, m the most odious sense, has 
been adopted in the languages of 
Europe Tho oxtinction of the Abbas- 
sides cannot bo indifferent to the spec- 
tators of their greatness and decline. 
Since the fall of their Seljukian tyrants, 
the caliphs had recovered their lawful 
dominion of Bagdad and the Arabian 
Irak , but the city was distracted by 
theological factions, and the commander 
of the faithful was lost in a harem of 
seven hundred concubines Tho in- 
vasion of the Moguls he encountered 
with feeble awns and haughty em- 
bassies " On tho divine decree,” said 
the Caliph Mostascm, ‘"is founded the 
throne of the sons of Abbas : and tliur 
foes shall surely be destroyed in this 
world and in the next. Who is this 
Ilolagou that dares to nse against 
them 7 If he be desirous of poacc, let 
linn instantly depart from the sacred 
terntory, and perhaps ho in iy obtain 
from our clemency the pardon of his 
fnnlt” This presumption was cherished 
by a perfidious \i/ir, who assured lus 
master that, even if tho but liari ms had 
entered the city, the women and chil- 
dren, from the tui races, would he suffi- 
cient to ov ci wliclm them with stones 
But when Ilolagou touched the phau 
tom, it instantly vanished into smoke 
After a siege of two months, Bagdad 
was stormed and sacked by tile Moguls ,* 
and their savage commander pronounced 
too death of the Caliph Mostasem, the 
last of the temporal successors of Ma- 
homet ; whose noble kinsmen, of the 
race of Abbas, had reigned in Asia abovo 
live hundred years VVhatever might

be the designs of the conqueror, tho 
holy cities of Mocca and Medina* were 
protected by the Arabian desert , bat 
tho Moguls spread beyond the Tigris 
and Euphrates, pillaged '’Aleppo and 
Damascus, and threatened to join the 
Franks m the deliverance of Jernsaloi.i. 
Egypt was lost, had she been dofondod 
only by her feeble offspring : but the 
Mamelukes had breathed m tlicir in- 
fancy the keenness of a Scythian air :

fought field, and drove bock the 
stream of hostility to the eastward of 
tho Euphrates.* But it overflowed 
with resistless violence or Anatolia, 
thekindgoms of Anneniat A.n.innsT*.

latter by tho Turks The sultans of 
Iconmm opposed somo n instance to the 
Mogul arms, till Azzadin sought a 
refuge among the Grcoks of Constantin- 
ople, and his feeble successors, the last 
of tho Seliukian dynasty, wore finally 
extirpated by the "khans of Persia.];

sea-coast of Europe. In the defenoe of 
his life and honour, Cantacuzene was 
tempted to prevent, or imitate, his 
f adversaries ; by calling to his aid tho

in Europe and Asia were stormed by 
the emperor and tho marshal, who 
fought with equal valour by each 
other’s side. But the Ottomans soon 
returned with sn increase of numbers ; 
and the intrepid Boucicault, after a 
yeai’s struggle, resolved to ovacuata a 
country which could no longor afford 
cither pay or provisions for his soldiers 
The marshal offcrcd’to conduct Manuel 
to the French court, where he might 


solicit in person a supply of men and 
money ; and advised, in the mean- 
while, that, to extinguish all domestio 
discord, ho should leave his blind com- 
petitor on the throne. The proposal 
was embraced . the prinoo of Solybna 
was introduced to the capital , and 
each was tho publio misery, that tho 
lot of tho exile seemed moro fortunatu 
than that of the sovereign Instead of 
applauding tho success of his vassal, 
the Turkish sultan claimed the city as 
bis own ; and on the refusal of the Em- 
peror John, Constantinople was more 
closely pressed by tho calamities of war 
and famine. Against such on enemy, 
prayers and resistance were alike un- 
availing, and the savage would have 
devoured his prey, ifT m the fatal 
moment, he had not been overthrown 
by another savage stronger than him- 
self. By tho victory of Timour or 
Tamerlane, tho fall of Constantinople 
waa delayed about fifty years , aud tins 
important, though accidental, ser- 
vice miy justly introduce tho life 
and character of tho Mogul con- 
queror.

On his descent from the hills, the em- 
peror gave audience to the first am- 
bassadors of Bajazot, and opened tho 
hostile correspondence of complaints 
add menaces, which fermented two 
yoars before the find! explosion Be- 
tween two jealous and haughty neigh- 
bours, tha motives of quarrel will 
seldom be wanting. The Mogul and 
Ottoman oonquests now touched each 
other m the neighbourhood of Krzorum, 
and the Euphrates ; nor had the doubt 
ful limit been ascertained by time and 
treaty Each of 'these ambitious mon- 
archs might accuse his rival of violat- 
ing his territory, of threatening his 
vassals, and protecting his rebels , and 
by the name of rebels, each understood 
the fugitive princes, whose kingdoms 
he had usurped, and whoso ltfo . or 
liberty he implacably pursued The 
resemblance of character was still 
more dangerous than the opposition of 
interest ; sad in their victorious career, 
Timour was impatient of an eqnpl, and 
Bajazet was ignorant of a superior.

was blessed by the apostle of Cod ; 
and thy obedience to the precept of the 
Koran, in waging war agauut the in- 
fidels, is tho sole consideration that 
prevents us from destroying thy 
country, the frontier and bulwark of 
tho Moslem world. Be wise in time ; 
reflect , repont ; and avert the thunder 
of onr vengeance, which is yet sus- 
pended over thy head. Thou art no 
more than a pismire , why wilt thou 
seek to provoke the elephants ? Alas 1 
they will trample thee under their 
feet” In his rophes, Bajazot poured 
forth the indignation of a qpnl which 
was deeply stung by such unusual con- 
tempt.

In the establishment and restoration 
of the Turkish empire, 
the first merit must doubt- JSiHSSd 
less bu assigned to tho me-tt or the 
personal qualities of the “ tomu ‘*- 
sultans i since, in human lifc,*the most 
important scenes will depend on tho 
character of a smglo actor. By some 
shades of wisdom and vutuc, they may 
be discriminated from each other, but, 
except m a single instance, a period of 
nine reigns, and two bundled anil 
BiUy-fivo years, is occupied, fiom the 
elevation of Othman to tho death of 
Solinuui, by a rare scries of warlike 
and active piinccs, who impressed their 

amours the privilege of a prophet, and that 
the fairest of thu Greek mine were promised to 
tbe eaint eml hie djsclples 
1 Fur this miraculous apparition, Cananus 
appeals to the Mussulman sslnt , but who will 
bear testimony [or Seid llechar I 
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subject! with obedience and their 
enemies with terror. Instead of the 
qlothful luxury of the seraglio, the 
heirs of royalty were educated in the 
council and the field . from early yoath 
they were ontrnstod by their fathers 
with the command of provinces and 
armies, and this manly institution, 
which was often productive of civil 
war, must have essentially contributed 
to the discinlmo and wgour of tho 
monarchy. The Ottomans cannot style 
themselves, like tho Arabian caliphs, 
the descendants or successors of tho 
apostle of God , and the kindred which 
they claim with the Tartar khans of 
tho house of Zingis appears to be 
founded in flattory rather than in 
trnth * Their origin is obscure ; but 
their sacred and indefeasible right, 
which no time can erase, and no \ 10- 
lonce can infr v , was soon and unalter- 
ably unplanteif in the’ minds of their 
subjects. A weak or vicious sultan 
may be deposed and strangled ; but liisJ 
inheritance devolves to an infant or ail 
idiot : nor has the most daring Tebei 
ljicsumed to ascend the throuo of his 
l.in ful sovereign * While the transient 
dynasties of Asia have been continually 
subverted by a crafty vizir m the palace 
or a victorious general ltf the camp, 
the Ottoman succession has boon con- 
firmed by the practice of five centuries, 
and is now incorporated with the vital 
principle of t^e Turkish nation 

To the spirit and constitution of that 
EdSUUaauid nation, a strong ami 
diKipUiuiof the singular influence mny 
however be ascribed Hie 
pnmduve subjects of Othninu were the 
four hundred families of wandering 
Turkmans, who had followed his

natncs of 1 uropc Tho produces of 
Thrace, Macedonia, Albania, Bulgam, 
and Scrvia, became the perpetual 
seminary of tho Turkish army , and 
when tho royal fifth of the captives 
was diminished by conquest, an in- 
human tax, of the tilth child, or of 
every fifth year, was rigorously lei ied 
on the Christian families At tho ag 
of twolvo or fourteen years, tho most 
robust youths were tom from their 
parents , their names were enrolled in 
a book , mid from that moment they 
were clothed, taught, and maintained, 
for tho public service According to 
the promiso of their appearance, they 
wore selected for the royal schools of 
Bourse, Tcr.i, and Adrmnonlc, en 
trusted to the care of tho bashaws, or 
dispersed in tiie houses of the Ahatolian 
peasantry.

His fathers advice still 
dwelt on his memory ; and reason must 
suggest, that since the Latins were 
divided among themselves, they could 
never unite m a foreign cause Sigis- 
moud dissuaded the unseasonable ad- 
venture , lus advice was impartial, 
since he adhered to the council, and 
it was enforced by the strange belief 
that the German Cmsar would nominate 
a Greek Ins heir and successor in the 
empire of the West . 1 Even tliu Tuik- 
ish sultan was a counsellor whom it 
might lie unsafe to trust, but w horn it 
was dangerous 'to ollend Amurath 
was unskilled m tho disputes, but ho 
VOS apprehensive of the union of the 
Christians From his own treasures, 
ho offered to rcheVe the wants ot the 
Byznntino court , yet ho declared with

and Nicomedia, Kphosus and Trobizond, 
and the personal merit of Mark aud 
ilessanon, who, in the conhdence of 
tboir Icaimng and eloquence, were pro- 
moted to the episcopal raiik * Sumo 
monks and philosophers were named to 
display the science and sanctity of the 
Greek church , and the service of the 
choir was performed by a select bond 
of singers and musicians. The patri- 
archs of Alexandria, Antioch, and 
Jerusalem, appealed by their genuine 
or fictitious deputies ; the primate of 
Russia represented a national church, 
and the Greeks might contend with tho 
Latins in the extent of their spiritual 
empire The precious vases of St 
Sophia were exposed to the winds and 
waves, that the patriarch might offici- 
ate with becoming splendour what- 
ever gold the emperor could procure, 
was expended in the massy ornaments 
of ins bed and chariot ; * nail while 
they affected to maintain tho prosperity 
of their ancient fortune, they quarrelled 
for the division of fifteen thousand 
ducats, tho first alias of the Roman 
pontiff. After the necessary prepara- 
tions, John Palmologna, with a nume- 
ious train, accompanied by Ins brother 
Demetrius, and the most respectable 
persons of the church and state, em- 
barked in eight vessels with sails and 
oars, winch steered through the Turk- 
ish straits of Gallipoli to tho Archi- 
pelago, tho Morca, and the Adriatic 
Gulf* 

After a tedious and troublesome 
navigation of soventy- 
icvcn days, this religious ^bystvraira 
squadron cast anchor be- 
fore Venice ; and their 
reception proclaimed the joy and mng-

with which it had been decorated after 
the sock of Constantinople. After au 
hospitable entertainment of fifteen days, 
Fnheologus pursued his journey by 
land und water from Venice to Ferrara, 
and on thia occasion tho pride of the 
Vatican was tempered by policy to in- 
dulge tho ancient dignity of tho pin 
peror of the East.

Tho latter was saluted by his brother 
with a kiss of union and chanty , nor 
would liny of the Greek ecclesiastics 
submit to kiss the feet of the Western 
primate On the opening of tho Bynod, 
the placo of honour m the centra was 
claimed by the temporal mid ecclesias- 
tical chiefs , and it was only by alleg- 
ing that his predecessors hail not as- 
sisted in person at Nice or Chalccdon, 
that Uugouius could e\ ado the ancient 
precedents of Constantine unit Marcinn 
After much debate, it was agreed that 
the right and left sides of the church 
should bo occupied by the two nations ; 
that the solitary chair of St Peter 
should bo i am if the firat of the Latin 
liuu , and that tin throne of the Greek 
emperor, at the hi .ul of his clergy, 
should bo, -qiinl and opposite to the 
second placo, tfic vacant seat of the 
emperor of tho West • 

But as sqon as festivity and form had 
given place to a more council of Uw 
serious treaty, the Greeks ^“Vr^rere 
Mere dissatisfied with uanorouco 
their jourtioy, with them aj> ius-i«u.

Yet all these obstacles wero sur- 
mounted by tune and policy Tho 
violence of the fathers of Basil rather 
promoted than injurod the cause of 
Kugcmug the nations of Europe ab- 
liori i d the bi hum, aud disowned the 
election, of Felix the Fifth, who was 
successively a duke of Savoy, at her- 
mit and a pope , and the great princes 
wero gradually reclaimed by bis com- 
petitor to a favourable neutrality anil 
a firm attachment.

After the labour of nine months, and 
the delates of twenty-five sessions, 
they attained the odiantagu ami 
glory of the re-union of the Greeks 
Four principal questions had been

The 
nature of purgatory 3 The supre- 
macy of the pope. And, 4. The single 
or double procession of the Holy 
Qhost The cause of either nation was 
managed by ten theological cliampions 
the Latins wore suppoitcd by the inex- 
haustible eloquence uf Cardinal Julian , 
and Mark of Kplicsus ami Hcosanon of 
Nice were the bold and -able leaders of 
tlic Greek fences Wo may bestow 
some praise oil tbo progress of human 
reason, by oltscrving, that the first ft 
these questions was now treated as au 
immaterial rite, which might inno 
u utly vary with the fashion of tlie age 
and country With regard to tho 
second, both parties were agreed in tlie 
belief of an intermediate state of pur- 
gation foi tho i emal sins of tho faith- 
ful , and whether their souls were 
purified by elemental fire was a doubt- 
ful point, which in a few years might 
bo conveniently si tiled on the spot by 
the disputants The claims of supre- 
macy appeared uf a more w eighty und 
substantial kind , yet by tho Onuutals 
the Raman bishop had evur been re- 
spected as the first of the five 
patriarchs , nor did they scruple to 
admit, that his jurisdiction should bo 
exercised agreeably to tho liuly cauons, 
a vague allowance, which might be de- 
fined or eluded by occasional conven- 
ience.

Hsgstiaticss dust and darkness, the 
worths Oruki. popu and empuur Mere 
desirous of a seeming union, ulnch 
could alone accomplish the pui poses of 
their interview, and the obstinacy of 
public dispute was softened by the arts 
of pnvato and personal negotiation 
The patriarch Joseph had sunk under 
the weight of ago and infirmities , his 
dying voice breathud the counsels of 
chanty and concord, and his vacant 
beur lice might tempt the hopes of tha 
ambitious clergy The ready and 
active obedience of the archbishops of 
Russ. a and Nice, of Isidore and Ues- 
sanon, Mas prompted and recom- 
pensed by their speedy promotion 
to the dignity of cardinals Uoa- 
Banon, in the first debates, hail stood 
forth the most strenuous and eloquent 
champion of the Greek church , and if 
the apostate, the liastaid, was repro 
bated by his countiy,' he appeals in 
eccloHiastical story a rare example of a 
patriot m ho was rccomhit nded to 
court favour by loud opposition and 
well timed compliance. With the aid 
of his two spiritual coadjutors, tho 
emperor applied his arguments to the

ho accepted as a favour, ami might 
iptritc as a bribe 1 'lhe danger and 
relief of Constantinople might excuse 
some prudent and pious dissuiinlation ; 
anil it Mas insinuated, that tho ob- 
stinate heretics who should resist the 
consent of the Knstaml West would be 
abandoned in a hostile land to tho re- 
venge or justice of the Roman pontilf * 
In the first pnvnto assembly of the 
Greeks tho formulary of union was ap- 
proved by twenty-four, and rejected by 
twelve members , but the five crou- 
beartrt of St Sophia, who aspired to 
represent tho patriarch, were disquali- 
fied by ancient discipline ; and their 
right of voting was transferred to an 
obsequious train of monks, gram- 
marians, and profane laymen. The 
Mill of tho monarch produced a false 
and servile unanimity, and no more 
th 111 two p itriots had courage to speak 
their own sentiments and those of 
their country Demetrius, tho em- 
eror’s brother, retired to Venice, that 
e might not he witness of the union ; 
and Mark of Ephesus, mistaking per- 
haps his pride for Ins conscience, dis- 
claimed all communion with tho Latin 
heretics, and avowed hunsclf the 
champion and confessor of the ortho- 
dox creed 3 In the treaty hi tween the 
two nations, several foims of consent 
were proposed, such as might satisfy 
tno Latins, without dishonouring tho 
Greeks , aud they weighed tha scruples 
of words and syllables, till tho theo- 
logical balance trembled with a slight 
preponderance m favour of the Vaticau 
It was agreed (I must entreat the at- 
tention of the reader), that the Holy

'lulclohgs,' 'Mias been depraved by tho 
people, and infected by the multitude 
of strangers and merchants, who every 
day dock to the city and mingle with 
the inhabitants. It is from tho dis- 
ciples of such a school that the Latin 
language received the versions of 
Aristotle and Plato ; so obscure in 
sense, and in spirit so poor. But the 
Greeks who have escaped the conta- 
gion, are those whom tee follow ; and 
they alone are worthy of onr imitation. 
In familiar discourse, they still speak 
the tongue of Aristophanes and Euri- 
pides, of the lnstoi lans and philosophers 
of Athens ; and the stylo of their 
writings is still more elaborate and 
correct. Tho persons who, by their 
birth and offices, arc attached to the 
Byzantine court, are those who main- 
tain, with the least alloy, the ancient 
standard of elegance anil purity , awl 
the native graces of language mosf 
conspicuously shine among the noble 
matrons, who arc excluded from all 
intercourse with foreigners With 
foreigners, do I say ’ They live retired 
anil sequestered from the eyes of their 
fellow caucus Seldom are they seen 
in the Htiocts, and when they leave 
their houses, it is in the ilsek of even- 
ing, on visits to the churches and th%tr 
nearest kindred On these occasions, 
they are on horseback, covered with a 
veil, and encompassed by their parents 
their husbands, or their servants " ' 
Among the GrcckB a numerous and 
opulent clergy was dedicated to the 
service of religion their monks and

bishops have ever boon distinguished by

The nations went- excited by the spin* 
of independence and emulation ; anil 
even the 1 rlife world of the Italian states 
contauicd more people and industiy 
than the decreasing circle of the Byzan- 
tine empire In Europe, the lower 
ranks of society were relieved from the 
you of feudal servitude ; and freedom 
is 'lie first step to curiosity and know- 
ledge. The use, however rude and cor- 
rupt, of the Latin tongue hod been pre- 
served by superstition, the universities, 
from Bologna to Oxford, 2 were peopled

The best proof of their repontauen was 
an increase of seal for tho most tm lol 
rites and the most incomprehensible 
dootrmes, and an absolute separation 
from all, without excepting their 
prince, who preserved some regard for 
honour and consistency. After the 
decease of the patriarch Joseph, thp 
archbishops of Heraclca and Trebuond 
had courage to refuse the vacaut office ; 
and cardinal Bessarion preferred the 
warm and comfortablo shelter of the 
Vatican. The choice of the Bmperor 
and his clergy was confined to Metro- 
phanes of Cyacus . he was consecrated 
in St Sophia, but the temple was 
vacant.

bishops h..d been educated at Mount 
Athos , and the^princo and people em- 
braced the JjjMology 0 f their priests. 
They were' scandalised by the title, the 
pomp, the Latin cross of the legate, tho 
friend of those impious men who 
shaved their beards, and performed tho 
divine office with gloves on their hands 
and rings on, their fingers Isidore 
was condemned by a synod , his per- 
son was imprisoned in. a monastery ;

While 
Eugenius triumphed in the union and 
orthodoxy of the Greeks, his party was 
contracted to the walls, or rather to 
the palace, of Constantinople. The 
zeal of Palieologus hail beon excited by 
interest , it was soon cooled by opposi- 
tion . an attempt to violate the national 
belief might endanger his life and 
crown , nor could the pious rcbols be 
destitute of foreign and domestic aid 
The sword of his brother Demetrius, 
who in Italy had maintained a prudent 
and popular silence, was half un- 
sheathed in the cause of religion ; and 
Amurath, the Turkish sultan, was dis- 
pleased and alarmed by tho seeming 
friendship of the Greeks ai.d Latins.

While the Uomun edifices wuic still 
entire, the fitst blows, however weighty 
and impetuous, were resisted liy the

doubtless been shaken , and the lofty 
turrets of Rome hmu tottered from 
their foundations , but the set cn hills 
do not appear to be placed on the gnat 
eav ities of tho globe , nor hae the city, 
in any age, been exposed to the con- 
vulsions of nature, which, in the clun- 
ato of Antioch, Lisbon, or Lima, have 
crumbled in a few moments the works 
of ages into dust.
